We  all  understand  the  gift  of  good 
health  and  good  health  care. 

Offering  quality  health  care  to  our  students 
is  a top  priority  of  the  College.  Offering 
quality  health  care  was  the  hallmark  of  a 
long  and  distinguished  career  in  nursing 
for  Florence  Grady  Fasick. 

Florence  attended  Elizabethtown 
College  with  her  daughter,  Nancy  Lee 
Grady,  and  together,  they  will  leave  a 
legacy  of  support  for  the  continued 
quality  health  care  of  our  students. 

Their  gift  will  ultimately  endow 
the  student  nurse  position  held  by  Eileen 
Wagener  and  will  he  known  as  the  Nancy 
Lee  Grady  and  Florence  Grady  Fasick 
College  Health  Liaison.  The  college 
health  liaison  is  the  first  responder  when 
a student  is  ill  or  in  need  of  health  care, 
providing  direct  care  or  referring  the  student  for  further 
examination  by  a medical  doctor. 

Sadly,  Nancy  Lee  passed  away  in  2009  after  a long 
illness.  A business  administration  graduate,  she  had  her 
own  distinguished  career  with  the  Pennsylvania  Department 
of  Public  Welfare.  She  had  discussed  the  idea  of  leaving  a 
legacy  to  the  College  and  honoring  her  mother  by  leaving 
this  legacy  to  support  nursing.  Florence  inherited  Nancy 
Lee’s  estate  and  will  honor  that  wish  with  a gift  from  both 
estates.  Remembering  their  time  together  on  campus,  their 
gift  will  positively  influence  the  lives  of  every  student  at 
Elizabethtown  College. 

Florence  grew  up  in  Cherry  Tree,  Pa.  One  of  her  fondest 
memories  is  that  of  competing  against  the  then-soon-to-he- 
famous  Jimmy  Stewart  in  a regional  oratory  contest,  as  both 
had  won  first  place  at  their  respective  high  schools.  “It’s  my 
claim  to  fame,”  jokes  Florence,  who  became  a centenarian 
on  June  30,  attaining  the  age  of  100. 

After  finishing  her  schooling,  Florence  worked  in 
nursing  in  Maryland  and  Washington,  D.C.,  before  moving 
to  Camp  Hill  in  central  Pennsylvania  with  her  husband 
and  a young  Nancy  Lee.  The  move  came  in  1948,  when 
her  husband,  Thomas,  who  was  an  electrical  engineer,  was 
transferred  from  the  Philadelphia  Civilian  Navy  to  the  Naval 
Supply  Depot  in  Mechanicshurg,  Pa.  Previously,  he  had  been 
secretly  assigned  to  the  Manhattan  Project — the  project 
conducted  from  1942  until  1946,  during  World  War  II,  under 
the  control  of  the  U.S.  Army  Corps  of  Engineers,  to  develop 
the  first  atomic  bombs.

While  living  in  Camp  Hill,  Florence  held  a faculty  position 
at  the  Harrisburg  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  as  the  first 
clinical  instructor,  and  then  became  the  executive  director 
of  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association  of  Harrisburg,  Pa.  She 
retired  in  1973  and 
served  on  the  hoard  of 
directors  of  several  area 
organizations,  including 
the  Rheumatoid  Arthritis 
Foundation  and  the 
American  Association 
of  University  Women. 

Of  this  special  gift,

grateful  to  Florence  and 
Nancy  Lee  for  their 
support  of  the  College 
and  their  service  to  our 
students  with  this  very 
important  gift.”

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few  years  ago  we  identified  eight  "aspirant" 
institutions  across  the  country  from  whom  we 
might  learn  about  building  excellence  worthy  of 
national  recognition.  Since  then,  College  staff 
and  I have  spent  time  on  their  campuses,  inquiring 
about  their  histories,  programs,  successes  and 
challenges.  They  haven't  followed  a single  path 
to  distinction,  as  each  institution  has  a unique 
history,  culture,  leadership  and  competitive 
situation.  But  not  just  any  way  will  succeed, 
and  we  have  found  some  principles  that  are 
consistent  across  these  institutions  regarding 
their  processes,  programs  and  reputation-building. 

Across  institutions,  the  process  of  achieving 
distinction  has  some  common  elements.  In  each 
case,  sustained  and  ambitious  leadership  was 
a key  factor  driving  them  forward.  In  addition, 
systematic  planning  and  focused  implementation 
of  plans  were  essential  mechanisms  for  their 
advancement.  Unlike  those  institutions  who 
limit  themselves  to  only  what  they  think  they 
"can"  do,  these  aspirants  are  always  asking 
what  they  "should"  do  to  improve  themselves. 
And  then  they  somehow  find  resources  to  invest 
in  those  important  initiatives,  even  though  most 
of  them  are  not  rich  colleges.  All  this  takes  time, 
and  distinction  is  not  achieved  overnight.  In  this 
process,  the  tortoise  wins  the  prize. 

What  are  the  keys  to  their  programmatic 
distinction?  First,  these  institutions  excel  by 
leveraging  their  "unfair  advantages,"  conditions 
that  benefit  the  college  in  comparison  to  others 
but  for  which  the  college  can  claim  no  credit. 
Whatever  their  advantages — location,  distinctive 
missions,  constituencies,  etc. — they  exploit 
them  fully.  In  addition,  "place"  matters  for 
all  of  them.  Their  character  takes  shape  from 
where  they  are  located,  and  they  all  cultivate 
some  special  identity  that  derives  specifically 
from  the  sheer  physical  character  of  the  place. 

It  is  important  to  emphasize  that  while  they  do 
many  things  well,  each  of  these  institutions  do 
a few  things  very,  very  well — things  that  high- 
light their  identity  and  bring  them  a reputation 
for  excellence.  Finally,  the  quality  of  the  overall 
student  experience  outside  the  classroom  is  at 
least  as  significant  as  the  classroom  experience 
in  making  these  attractive  and  compelling 
institutions.  It's  not  just  academics  that  sets 
them  apart. 


Great  institutions 

aren't  just  awarded  flH 

a good  reputation;  m * 

they  have  to  earn  it 

by  building  excellence 

over  time.  But 

excellence  alone  is 

not  enough;  it  must 

also  be  made  visible  to  others.  In  particular,  that 
excellence  must  become  clear  to  key  constituents 
of  the  college,  especially  student  prospects  and 
their  families,  and  the  high-profile  networks  of 
leaders  in  higher  education  and  the  region.  The 
reputation  of  such  strong  institutions  is  very 
specific  to  them,  grounded  in  and  shaped  by 
their  own  institutional  context  and  history.  It  is 
not  vague  and  general,  but  specific  and  pointed — 
setting  them  apart  as  being  outstanding  at  things 
they  do  better  than  others.  Finally,  it  is  important 
to  note  that  most  of  these  colleges  remain 
grounded  in  their  regions,  particularly  in  the 
students  they  recruit,  but  have  achieved  a 
national  reputation  for  their  achievements 
nonetheless.  We  don't  have  to  become  some- 
thing we  are  not  to  be  recognized  for  excellence. 

Even  as  we  learned  from  others,  it  also  was 
very  gratifying  to  discover  that  we  do  a number  of 
things  as  well  as  or  even  better  than  our  aspirants. 
Several  were  eager  to  learn  from  us.  We  thus 
came  away  from  our  encounters  with  the 
realization  that  Elizabethtown  has  significant 
strengths  on  which  to  build  distinction  and  gain 
national  recognition  for  excellence.  To  do  so,  we 
must  focus  our  investments  on  the  "shoulds" 
that  will  be  vital  for  success,  capitalize  on  our 
"unfair  advantages,"  and  build  some  "spires 
of  excellence"  to  showcase  the  institution  to 
prospects  and  high-profile  leaders.  We  already 
have  come  a long  way  in  that  direction, 
becoming  recognized  for  the  quality  of  our 
faculty  and  some  of  the  transforming  work  we 
are  doing  with  students,  as  well  as  our  thinking 
about  educational  and  institutional  innovations. 
As  we  progress  on  this  path,  soon  we  too  will 
become  an  "aspirant"  for  others  seeking  to 
build  their  own  excellence  and  distinction.

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John  Craig  Appointed  Ambassador  in  Residence 


Former  U.S.  Ambassador  John  Craig 
was  appointed  Ambassador  in 
Residence  for  Global  Citizenship  for  the 
2010-201 1 academic  year.  In  his  new  role, 
Craig  will  engage  students  and  faculty  on 
global  issues.  In  addition,  the  statesman 
will  oversee  the  Ware  Colloquium  on 
Peacemaking  and  Global  Citizenship  and 
will  develop  international  partnerships 
and  networks  to  benefit  the  College  and 
our  students. 

During  his  distinguished  career  in 
the  U.S.  Foreign  Service,  Craig  accepted 
a number  of  assignments,  both  overseas 
and  in  the  State  Department.  His  resume 
of  service — which  mainly  is  focused  in 
the  field  of  economic  analysis — has  taken 
him  to  Lebanon,  Saudi  Arabia,  Egypt 
and  Haiti. 

Craig  was  deputy  chief  of  mission 
at  the  American  Embassy  in  the  Syrian 


capital  of  Damascus,  followed  hy  a similar 
post  at  the  U.S.  Embassy  in  Bogota, 
Columbia.  In  1995,  he  was  appointed 
to  head  the  Office  of  Arabian  Peninsula 
Affairs  in  the  State  Department’s  Near 
East  Bureau.  In  June  1998,  President  Bill 
Clinton  nominated  Craig  to  be  the  U.S. 
Ambassador  to  Oman.  After  three  years 
in  the  post,  Craig  returned  to  the  United 
States  just  after  the  September  2001 
terrorist  attacks  to  be  appointed  special 
assistant  to  the  president  by  President 
George  W.  Bush.  He  served  on  the 
National  Security  Council  staff  with 
General  Wayne  Downing,  deputy 
national  security  advisor. 

Craig  also  has  worked  internationally 
in  several  executive  positions.  In  fall  2002, 
he  joined  Coanda  Effect  Inc.,  an  interna- 
tional financial  and  consulting  services 
group,  and  traveled  extensively  in  the 


Persian  Gulf  region  on  behalf  of  interna- 
tional business  clients.  In  June  2003,  as 
president  of  Boeing  Middle  East,  Craig 
coordinated  activities  enterprise-wide  in 
a number  of  countries  across  the  region. 
In  March  2008,  Craig  was  named 
chairman  of  The  Jadwin  Consulting 
Group  (MENA),  which  provides

Record  Numbers  Participate  in  Scholarship  and  Creative  Arts  Day 


In  its  third  year,  Scholarship  and 
Creative  Arts  Day  showcased  the 
ideas  and  creativity  of  a record  384  of  the 
College’s  talented  young  scholars.  With 
guidance  from  70  faculty  mentors,  these 
participants  used  their  gifts  to  explore 
uncharted  intellectual  territory  and 
then  presented,  performed  or  exhibited 
during  the  two-day  event.  Through  their 
experiences,  the  student-scholars  honed 
their  skills  and  broadened  their  personal 
understanding  of  their  field. 

The  event  featured  a keynote 
address  by  Roya  Hakakian,  author  of  the 


award-winning  memoir,  “Journey  from 
the  Land  of  No:  A Memoir  of  a Girlhood 
Caught  in  Revolutionary  Iran.”  Bom 
and  raised  in  a Jewish  family  in  Tehran, 
Hakakian  sought  political  asylum  in  the 
United  States  in  May  1985.  In  addition 
to  her  professional  work  as  an  author, 
poet,  journalist  and  scholar,  Hakakian  is 
a founding  member  of  the  Iran  Human 
Rights  Documentation  Center  and  serves 
on  the  board  of  Refugees  International. 
From  her  perspective  as  a political  activist, 
she  highlighted  the  commonality  of  people 
around  the  world  during  her  remarks. 


“Underneath  it  all,  we  are  all  the  same,” 
she  said,  noting  that  the  Internet  has 
made  it  impossible  to  ignore  suffering 
around  the  world.  “We  can’t  be 
indifferent.  We 
are  obligated 
to  take  a 
look  and  see 
ourselves  within 
the  tapestry 
of  humanity.”

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At  Your  Service:  Touching  the  Lives  of  Others

Educate  for  Service  is  well  expressed 
in  the  Elizabethtown  College  mission 
statement.  “...Learning  is  most  noble 
when  used  to  benefit  others  and  affirms 
the  values  of  peace,  nonviolence,  human 
dignity  and  social  justice.”  This  past  year, 
several  Elizabethtown  student  groups 
participated  in  civic  engagement  trips 
rooted  in  this  noble  learning.  Traveling 
to  California,  New  York  or  Louisiana,  the 
participants  on  these  experiences  tested 
their  resolve  and  stretched  their  comfort 
zones,  while  offering  dignity  to  others. 

Westward,  Ho! 

During  spring  break,  the  Faith  in  Action 
student  group  and  the  Chaplain’s  Office 
sponsored  a trip  to  Los  Angeles,  Calif. 
Karen  Hodges  ’04,  coordinator  of 
campus  events,  led  the  23  students  as 
they  worked  with  School  on  Wheels, 
which  tutors  homeless  children;  served  in 
soup  kitchens;  and  sorted  shelter  donations. 
They  handed  out  300  bologna-and-cheese 
sandwiches  on  Skid  Row,  and  later 
distributed  more  than  100  hygiene  kits,  the 
contents  of  which  were  donated  by  the 
Elizabethtown  College  campus  community. 

Coordinated  by  reformed  gang  member 
Gilbert  Romero,  director  of  California’s 
Bittersweet  Ministries  and  pastor  of  Bella 
Vista  Church  of  the  Brethren,  the  trip 
offered  participants  an  opportunity  to  learn 
about  homelessness,  drug  addiction,  gang 
violence  and  urban  poverty. 

Though  Logan  Reis  ’ll  participated 
in  past  trips  to  Texas,  New  Mexico  and 
Louisiana,  the  excursion  to  Los  Angeles 
was  the  first  direct  contact  she  has  had 
with  the  homeless.  “The  previous  service 
trips  mostly  dealt  with  reconstruction  of 
areas  affected  by  natural  disasters,”  explains 
the  business  administration  major.  “This 
was  of  a completely  different  nature.  1 
was  able  to  work  face-to-face  with  the 
homeless  and  experience  their  lifestyle.” 

The  purpose  of  the  trip  was  more  than 
providing  social  charity.  The  group  came  to 
recognize  the  commonality  we  all  share — 
homeless  or  not.  The  teams  worked  hard 
and  took  time  for  play.  Most  importantly, 
though,  they  had  an  opportunity  to 
examine  their  individual  faith  and  values. 


The  first  time  the  students  drove  down 
the  famed  Skid  Row,  with  its  estimated 
homeless  population  of  7,000  to  8,000, 
they  were  taken  aback.  “The  street  was 
lined  on  both  sides  with  people  just  sitting 
or  laying  on  the  sidewalk,”  Reis  says. 
“When  we  began  to  hand  out  bagged 
lunches  from  the  van,  we  were  instantly 
surrounded  by  the  outstretched  hands  of 
people  trying  to  get  their  next  meal.

Sarah  Creme  T3,  an  occupational 
therapy  major,  says  the  L.A.  experience 
made  her  even  more  appreciative  of  the 
life  she  lives.  “I  had  more  in  my  suitcase 
than  some  of  the  homeless  have  all 
together,”  she  says. 


Creme’s  first  impression  of 
Skid  Row  was  overwhelming. 
As  they  distributed  sandwiches, 
cookies  and  pretzels  “it  was 
like  being  fed  to  the  sharks,” 
she  reflects. 

Most  of  the  homeless 
were  grateful  for  the  food,  she 
says,  but  there  were  some  who 
didn’t  hide  the  fact  that  they 
would  rather  have  money  to 
feed  their  powerful  drug  habit 
than  sandwiches  to  feed  their 
hunger.  One  particular  Skid 
Row  inhabitant,  however, 
touched  Creme’s  heart.  The 
battery  in  the  homeless 
woman’s  wheelchair  had  died, 
and  she  desperately  wanted  a 
new  one.  “She  just  wanted  a battery  so  she 
could  get  to  church,”  Creme  remembers, 
her  eyes  glistening  with  emotion. 

The  experience  was  so  profound  that 
before  she  even  left  the  West  Coast,  Creme 
was  thinking  of  future  service  opportunities. 
“Maybe  the  Peace  Corp,”  she  says. 

New  York  State  of  Mind 

In  April  2010,  a dozen  students  left 
Elizabethtown  for  New  York  City  as  part 
of  a Youth  Service  Opportunities  Project 
(YSOP).  Danielle  Caggiano  ’ll  was  on 
that  trip,  which  was  coordinated  by  Sharon 
Sherick,  coordinator  of  service-learning  in 
the  Office  of  Civic  Engagement.  It  was 
not  Caggiano’s  first  service  trip — she’d 
been  to  Louisiana  to  assist  with  hurricane 
cleanup — but  this  was  the  first  volunteer 
stint  in  her  home  state. 

YSOP,  a total  immersion  program, 
gives  students  an  opportunity  to  work 
directly  with  the  homeless  and  gain  a new 
perspective  of  their  plight.  Participants 
live  simply:  They  sleep  in  sleeping  bags 
on  the  floor,  eat  basic  meals,  and  have 
no  showers.

Centered  in  Manhattan,  the  group 
served  at  a soup  kitchen  in  Brooklyn. 
Their  intent  was  to  learn  about  home- 
lessness and  hunger,  hut  the  purpose 
ran  deeper  for  Caggiano.  “I’m  from 
New  York,”  she  explains.  “And  while 
it’s  a great  feeling  to  know  that  your 
actions  are  greatly  enhancing  the  life 
of  another  person,  it’s  an  even  better 
feeling  when  the  lives  you’re  enhancing 
are  close  to  home.” 

The  soup  kitchen  where  they  served 
was  not  in  an  impoverished  area,  which 
perplexed  Caggiano.  “It  was  surprising 
to  see  so  many  jobless,  homeless,  hungry 
people  in  your  typical  middle  class 
neighborhood,”  she  says.  For  Caggiano, 
it  also  was  shocking  to  learn  that  the 
average  age  for  a homeless  person  in 
New  York  City  is  9. 

While  Caggiano  earned  10  hours 
toward  her  Americorps  scholarship 
through  her  participation  in  the 
experience,  she  believes  that  the  bonds 
she  made  with  the  other  volunteers  and 
the  awareness  she  brought  home  were 
equally,  if  not  more,  valuable.  “While  I 
know  that  one  day  working  in  this  soup 
kitchen  is  not  going  to  do  very  much  to 
fix  the  hunger  and  homelessness  issue 
in  the  country,  it  has  certainly  made 
me  more  knowledgeable  about  the

impacted-people-so- 
profoundly-that-I-will- 
be-remembered’  kind 
of  way,”  he  says,  noting 
those  he  helped  had 
a similarly  profound 
impact  on  him.  “Their 
courage  to  move 
forward,  hurricane  after 
hurricane,  is  inspiring. 
It  is  very  easy  to  think 
‘why  don’t  they  just 
move?’  But  that  is  their 
home.  ...  Their  memories  and  hearts 
are  attached  to  the  place.” 

Each  day  the  Elizabethtown  work 
group  split  into  nine  work  teams,  hut 
reconnected  in  the  evening.  As  they 
bunked  down  in  subfreezing  temperatures 
in  a tent  city,  the  group  was  kept  warm 
by  camaraderie.  Group  members  laughed, 
shared  experiences,  cried  and  connected, 
Torresani  says.  Many  expressed  the  wish 
to  “put  life  on  pause  for  a little  while  and 
help  these  families.” 

Though  Torresani  doesn’t  think 
service-learning  trips  should  he  required 
of  students,  he  feels  there  should  he 
more  of  a push  for  civic  engagement. 
“Instead  of  colloquium,  students  should 
be  required  to  do  community  service 
projects  at  the  end  of  the  semester,”  he 
suggests.  “This  would  get  first-year 
students  actively  engaged  in  the 
community,  and  jump-start  them  in 
the  ‘Educate  for  Service’  motto.” 

For  Torresani,  a social  studies 
education  graduate,  the  experience 
moved  him  to  want  to  pass  forward  the 
concept  of  “Educate  for  Service.”  “Once 
I have  a social  studies  job,  1 want  to 
teach  students  to  be  citizens  in  a global 
society,”  he  says.

Camaraderie  in  Creole  Country 

During  the  January  2010  winter  break,  the 
Office  of  Civic  Engagement  also  sponsored 
a trip  to  Louisiana.  Matt  Torresani  TO 
joined  34  others  on  the  Lend  a Hand- 
coordinated  hurricane  cleanup  trip 
to  Houma. 

Traveling  the  year  before 
to  Port  Arthur,  Texas,  for 
similar  work,  Torresani  knows 
the  Lend  a Hand  volunteer 
organization  “fixes  things  that 
are  ruined  and  rebuilds  them.” 
But,  he  adds,  “The  rebuilding 
was  not  just  of  the  homes,  but 
of  people’s  spirits.” 

Participating  on  service 
trips  is  so  important  to 
Torresani  that  he  asked  for 
funding,  instead  of  gifts, 
for  Christmas  for  the  past 
two  years.

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Ware  Lecturer  Offers  Tales  of  Courage  and  Captivity, 
Faith  and  Forgiveness

Reflecting  on  five  years  of  captivity  in  Beirut,  hostage  negotiator  and  humanitarian  Terry  Waite — 
shown  right  with  discussant  Donald  Kraybill,  distinguished  college  professor  and  Young  Center 
senior  fellow — spoke  about  forgiveness,  faith,  hope  and  humor  during  the  April  2010  Ware 
Lecture  on  Peacemaking. 


As  he  walked  to  the  podium,  purposefully 
l \ placing  his  wristwatch  along  its 
edge,  the  man  immediately  impressed  the 
audience  with  his  size.  He’s  a big  man — 
6-feet,  7'inches  tall,  with  broad  shoulders 
and  long  legs.  As  the  evening  unfolds, 
though,  it’s  not  his  frame  that  commands 
attention,  nor  the  mellifluous  accent  of 
his  native  England.  It’s  his  measure  of 
quiet  conviction  that  looms  much  larger. 

Terry  Waite — diplomat,  humani- 
tarian, hostage  negotiator  and  author — 
was  the  invited  speaker  at  Elizabethtown 
College’s  fourth  annual  Ware  Lecture  on 
Peacemaking.  During  his  April  2010 
presentation,  Waite  shared  his  tales  with 
the  cadence  of  a practiced  storyteller — 
glancing  just  twice  at  the  timepiece  on 
the  podium  during  the  more-than-hour- 
long  event. 

Of  his  time  as  a hostage,  he  spoke  of 
fear.  And  he  spoke  of  waiting — weeks, 
months,  years  with  no  one  to  talk  to  and 
nothing  to  read — giving  the  wristwatch 
unintentional  symbolism.  However,  these 
messages  of  pain  found  balance  with 
Waite’s  messages  of  forgiveness,  faith, 
hope,  and,  surprisingly,  humor. 

In  the  1980s,  Waite  worked  for  the 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  traveling 
throughout  the  world,  organizing  the 
Archbishop’s  foreign  trips.  It  was  while  he 
was  in  this  position  that  Waite  negotiated 
the  release  of  British  hostages  held  in  Iran 
and  Libya. 

In  1987,  during  a controversial  visit  to 
Lebanon  that  he  describes  as  “a  walk  into  a 
minefield,”  Waite  was  kidnapped  and  held 
hy  Islamic  fundamentalists  for  suspected 
involvement  in  the  Iran-Contra  Affair.  For 
four  of  his  almost  five  years  of  captivity, 
he  was  held  in  solitary  confinement, 


blindfolded  and  chained  to  a radiator. 

He  slept  on  the  floor  in  a room  with  no 
natural  light,  was  tortured  with  mock 
executions,  and  interrogated.  At  night,  his 
captors  unlocked  him  and  took  him  into 
another  room.  “I  was  beaten  on  the  soles 
of  the  feet  with  cable,”  he  recounted.

Despite  this  treatment,  Waite  said 
that  he  refused  to  give  in  to  self  pity. 

“Life  has  been  lived.  You  are  as  you  are 
now.  And  you  live  with  yourself  as  you 
are  now,”  he  said,  noting  that  he  refused 
to  allow  the  situation  to  make  him  bitter. 
“(Bitterness  is)  like  a cancer  that  enters 
the  soul.  It  does  more  harm  to  those  who 
hold  it  than  against  those  whom  it’s  held.” 

Although  he  said  he  can’t  let  his 
captors  “off  the  hook,”  he  looked  beyond 


their  methods  to  their  reasons.  “I  made 
it  quite  clear  to  my  captors  that  I did  not 
agree  with  the  methods  they  were  using 
in  order  to  achieve  their  ends.  But  ...  I 
thought  some  of  the  ends  they  were  trying 
to  work  for  were  justified,”  he  reflected. 
“They  found  themselves,  in  that  country, 
(at)  the  bottom  of  the  heap.  They  had 
no  rights.  They  were  kicked  around  as 
being  unworthy  of  having  any  position  in 
society,  and  they  were  fighting  for  a better 
situation  for  themselves.” 

After  release  from  captivity,  Waite 
resigned  his  position  with  the  Archbishop 
and  accepted  a fellowship  at  Trinity  Hall, 
Cambridge.  Today,  he  lives  in  London 
with  his  wife,  Frances,  and  is  involved 
with  Y Care  International,  Emmatis 
International,  Lifeline  Energy  Foundation, 
and  the  Children’s  One  to  One 
Foundation.  Waite  is  founder  of  Hostage 
UK,  which  advises  families  and  companies 
about  the  global  risks  of  hostage  taking. 

The  Ware  Lecture  on  Peacemaking 
is  part  of  the  Ware  Colloquium  on  Peace- 
making and  Global  Citizenship,  which  was 
created  through  the  generous  sponsorship 
of  Judy  S.  ’68  and  Paul  W.  Ware.  It  is 
delivered  annually  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Center  for  Global  Citizenship. 
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Elizabethtown  Bids  Farewell  to  Retiring  Faculty,  Staff

In  May  2010,  Elizabethtown  College 
celebrated  the  dedicated  service  of  six 
retiring  faculty  and  staff  members. 

For  20  years,  Associate  Professor  of 
Education  and  Social  Work  Emerita  Jill 
Sunday  Bartoli  taught  courses  in  early  child- 
hood education,  elementary  language  arts, 
urban  education,  and  child  development 
at  Elizabethtown  College.  After  joining 
the  Department  of  Education  faculty  in 
1990,  she  became  more  involved  in  urban 
educational  issues  and,  in  1998,  began 
coordinating  urban  service-learning 
experiences  in  the  Department  of  Social 
Work.  “My  students’  interests  in  diversity 
issues  and  placements  in  city  schools  led 
me  into  the  fields  of  urban  education  and 
urban  research,”  she  says.  Her  scholarly 
and  professional  work — which  culminated 
in  several  city-school  partnerships,  grant- 
funded  projects  totaling  more  than  a half 
million  dollars,  and  books,  titled  “Unequal 
Opportunity:  Learning  to  Read  in  the 
USA”  and  “Celebrating  City  Teachers: 
How  to  Make  a Difference  in  Urban 
Schools” — proved  fruitful  for  her  students 
and  children  in  urban  areas.  In  retirement, 
Bartoli  is  continuing  to  write  grants  and 
work  with  others  to  provide  Harrisburg  (Pa.) 
children  with  necessary  resources  for  a 
better  education. 

Linda  Ebright  served  the  College  as  the 
assistant  in  the  Department  of  Chemistry 
for  two  decades.  Reflecting  on  her  service 
at  Elizabethtown,  Ebright  says,  “It  was 
a career  that  evolved  from  teaching  an 
organic  lab  once  a week  to  teaching 
lecture  and  lab  courses  every  day.” 
Developing  the  lecture  and  lab  course, 
“Introduction  to  Forensic  Science,”  was 
her  proudest  moment  at  the  College. 

Since  leaving  Elizabethtown,  Ebright  has 
focused  her  energies  on  traveling  and 
helping  her  daughter  get  settled  into  a 
University  of  Wyoming  graduate  program. 
One  day,  Ebright  hopes  to  work  for  the 
National  Park  Service  as  a campground 
and  information  center  host. 

For  22  years,  Carol  Isaak,  assistant 
director  of  academic  advising  and  lecturer 
emerita,  found  joy  in  helping  our  students 
learn  and  benefited  as  they  helped  her 
do  the  same.  “My  fondest  memories  of 
Elizabethtown  are  of  my  education  . . . 


what  I learned  from  my  students  in  the 
classroom,”  she  explains.  “I  have  traveled 
the  world  and  explored  many  people’s 
ideas  through  their  life  experiences.  I can 
never  duplicate  or  replace  the  wonders  of 
different  identities.”  In  retirement,  Isaak 
says  that  she  “will  continue  to  value  other 
people  and  my  relationships  with  them.” 
Although  she  may  travel,  teach,  read  and 
spend  more  time  with  her  husband  and 
son,  Isaak  says  not  much  will  change  in 
retirement — except  that  she  will  miss 
everyone  and  likely  stay  in  her  jammies 
just  a bit  longer  in  the  morning. 

Mary  Beth  Matteo,  founding  director 
of  the  S.  Dale  High  Center  for  Family 
Business,  began  her  career  at  Elizabethtown 
as  vice  president  of  development  in  1986. 
Reflecting  on  her  service  to  the  College, 
she  is  most  proud  of  the  fundraising  efforts 
she  led  for  the  High  Library  and  Leffler 
Chapel  and  Performance  Center  and  her 
work  to  create  the  S.  Dale  High  Center  for 
Family  Business,  which  is  now  flourishing 
in  its  15th  year.  Of  her  time  at  Elizabeth- 
town, Matteo  will  fondly  remember  her 
colleagues  and  the  College’s  supporters, 
who  have  made  such  a difference  for 
her,  for  Elizabethtown’s  students,  and  for 
Central  Pennsylvania’s  family  businesses. 


Looking  ahead  to  retirement,  Matteo  says 
that  she  will  exercise  her  creativity.  “I’m 
going  to  continue  my  fiction  writing,”  she 
says,  noting  that  she  has  published  more 
than  two  dozen  short  stories  over  the  years. 
“I’m  also  going  to  start  a literary  quarterly 
with  a friend.”  In  addition,  Matteo  plans 
to  spend  time  with  her  classical  piano  and 
three  grandsons. 

Barb  Strickler,  now  retired  from  her 
position  as  cook,  worked  in  four  different 
Jay’s  Nests  and  had  several  different 
bosses  during  her  18  years  at  the  College. 
Amidst  all  the  change,  one  thing  remained 
constant.  “I  really  enjoyed  working  at 
Elizabethtown,”  she  says.  Known  by  many 
as  the  “grandmother”  of  the  Jays,  Strickler 
most  treasured  getting  to  know  the  students, 
many  of  whom  she  considers  lifelong 
friends.  In  retirement,  she  hopes  to  do 
the  little  things  she  could  not  do  while 
working,  like  organizing  her  recipe  box 
and  her  pictures.  Strickler  also  plans  to 
travel,  spend  more  time  with  her  grand- 
children, and  volunteer  for  Hospice. 

In  addition,  Associate  Vice  President  for 
Alumni  Relations  Emeritus  Barry  F'reidly  ’69, 
who  was  featured  in  the  spring  2010  issue 
of  the  Elizabethtown  Magazine,  was 
celebrated  at  the  May  2010  event.

During  an  evening  class  at  Elizabeth- 
town, Assistant  Professor  of  Modem 
Languages  Charla  Lorenzen  slips  in  and  out 
of  the  Spanish  language  like  it’s  a favorite 
sweater.  As  she  coaches  her  class  through 
their  lesson,  the  laughter  of  children  filters 
down  the  hall  to  the  classroom. 


This  effort  is  one  facet  of  the  Spanish 
Service-Learning  course,  which  was 
developed  by  Lorenzen.  According  to  the 
Elizabethtown  faculty  member,  the  idea 
for  the  course  grew  out  of  a phone  call  to 
the  Department  of  Modem  Languages  in 
fall  2008.  “One  of  the  teachers  in  a local

The  class  is  not  your  typical 
Elizabethtown  class,  and  the  participants 
are  not  enrolled  at  the  College.  Instead, 
the  group  is  composed  of  Spanish- 
speaking parents  from  the  Elizabethtown 
area  who  are  devoting  themselves  to 
learning  the  language  of  their  adopted 
country,  with  the  help  of  Lorenzen  and 
some  Elizabethtown  College  students. 
Meanwhile,  their  children,  who  often 
have  a better  command  of  the  English 
language  than  they  do,  are  down  the 
hall  in  Nicarry,  playing  games  and 
learning  under  the  supervision  of  other 
Elizabethtown  students. 


Head  Start  program  called  the  College, 
looking  for  someone  to  translate  for  the 
Spanish-speaking  families  at  a parent 
orientation  meeting,”  she  explains.  “From 
that  initial  seed,  a social  network  has 
grown  and  brought  multiple  ongoing 
benefits  to  the  participants.” 

In  the  Spanish  Service-Learning 
course,  Elizabethtown  students  who  have 
completed  the  four-semester  lower-division 
language  sequence  have  the  opportunity 
to  help  teach  English  to  local  Spanish- 
speaking adults  and  children.  As  they  serve, 
the  students  also  benefit  by  improving 
their  own  conversational  proficiency  in 
Spanish  and  their  inter- 
cultural  competence  in 
Spanish-speaking  settings. 
The  course — which  has 
attracted  students  from  a 
variety  of  majors,  including 
Spanish,  education, 
business,  occupational 
therapy  and  social  work — 
was  offered  for  the  first 


time  in  spring  2009. 

As  a participant  in 
the  class  in  spring  2010, 


Alexandra  Gold  ’ll,  an  occupational 
therapy  major  and  Spanish  minor,  assisted 
with  the  English  as  a Second  Language 
(ESL)  class.  Having  just  returned  from 
studying  in  Ecuador,  Gold  enrolled  in  the 
class  to  continue  developing  her  language 
skills.  “I  really  enjoyed  the  Ecuadorian 
culture,”  she  reflects.  “To  participate  in 
a conversation-based  class  with  native 
speakers  was  an  exciting  learning  oppor- 
tunity— much  more  beneficial  than  just 
learning  out  of  a book.” 

Like  other  participants  in  the  course, 
Gold  was  required  to  complete  25  hours  of 
service-learning  in  one  of  several  settings. 
Although  she  chose  to  help  teach  the 
ESL  course,  Gold  also  could  have  assisted 
the  local  Head  Start  teacher  on  home 
visits  or  helped  in  a weekly  group  social- 
ization class — opportunities  all  created 
by  Lorenzen. 

According  to  Lorenzen,  the 
completion  of  the  service  hours  is  just 
one  of  the  Spanish  Service-Learning 
course  requirements.  “The  classroom 
component  of  the  course  is  a conversation 
course  based  on  the  reading  of  authentic 
texts  and  subsequent  oral  presentations 
and  discussions  led  by  the  students,”  she 
explains.  Students  also  were  required  to 
compose  two  analytical  papers,  integrating 
their  understanding  about  service- 
learning  in  theory  and  in  practice,  and 
log  reflective  journal  entries,  entirely 
in  Spanish. 

Gold  believes  the  experience  not  only 
helped  her  develop  better  language  skills, 
but  also  improved  her  understanding  of 
the  native-speaking  population.  “With 
the  Hispanic  population  growing  in  this 
country,  a command  of  the  language  is  an 
extremely  useful  skill  to  have — especially 
for  health  services  professionals,”  says  the 
occupational  therapy  major.  “In  addition, 

I think  this  was  a great  chance  to  get  to 
know  this  population  and  to  better  under- 
stand their  efforts  to  acclimate  themselves 
to  our  culture.  They  have  made  such  great 
sacrifices  for  their  children  to  learn  in  this 
country.  And  I don’t  think  any  of  us  realize 
how  difficult  it  really  is  and  what  they’ve 
given  up  for  their  children.” 
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Graduates  from  the  Edward  R.  Murphy  Center  for  Continuing  Education  and  Distance  Learning 
(CCEDL)  turned  out  in  record  numbers  at  the  May  2010  ceremony.  Not  only  was  the  group  the 
largest  graduating  class  in  CCEDL  history,  but  it  also  included  the  first  two  graduates  from  the 
York  Center,  which  opened  in  January  2009. 


Class  of  2010  President  Sheri  Hihn 
reflected  on  the  transformation  of 
her  class.  "The  person  you  were  four 
years  ago  is  probably  not  the  same 
person  you  are  today,"  she  said. 
"Because  of  E-town,  we  are  stronger, 
we  are  ready,  and  we  will  succeed." 


Michael  Lomax — president  and 
chief  executive  officer  of  UNCF, 
the  United  Negro  College  Fund 
encouraged  the  Class  of  2010 
"not  just  to  make  a life,  but  to 
make  a difference." 


After  the  ceremony,  Joe  Macus  '10  was  congratulated  by  his 
parents  and  members  of  the  all-volunteer  Elizabethtown 
Fire  Company,  which  the  alumnus  served  throughout  his 
tenure  at  the  College.

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A Global  Translation  of  Faith

In  the  early-  to  mid-20th  century, 
Mennonite  missionaries  from  the 
United  States  took  their  faith  to  the 
Global  South.  In  Africa,  Central  and 
Latin  America,  and  Asia,  the  seeds  of 
their  convictions  rooted  and  grew  among 
the  people  in  those  parts  of  the  globe. 

More  than  half  a century  later,  the 
theology — borne  in  the  Anabaptist 
traditions  of  the  Global  North,  hut 
influenced  by  the  cultures  of  the  third- 
world  countries  in  the  Global  South — 
has  evolved  into  something  energetic, 
thriving,  and,  in  some  ways,  different 
from  its  U.S.  and  European  parents.  Now 
concluding  two  years  of  research  about 
these  churches,  Associate  Professor  of 
Sociology  Conrad  Kanagy — with  the 
support  of  three  Elizabethtown  student 
researchers  and  a dozen  church  partners 
in  the  Global  South — is  offering  insights 
for  the  Mennonite  Church  USA  and 
other  churches  about  potential  keys  to 
strengthening  and  renewing  their  ministry. 

Inspiration  from 
"The  Next  Christendom" 

For  Kanagy,  a summer  2003  visit  to  the 
Mennonite  Church  in  Ethiopia,  called 
the  Miserete  Kristos  Church,  created  a 
startling  realization.  “As  a sociologist  and 
Mennonite  pastor,  I was  stuck  by  the  rapid 
growth  of  the  church  in  this  country,” 
he  recalls.  “The  Miserete  Kristos  Church 
has  one  of  the  largest  and  fastest  growing 
populations  of  Mennonites  anywhere  in 
the  world.  At  the  same  time,  membership 
in  my  own  denomination,  Mennonite 
Church  USA,  is  declining  at  rate  of 
about  two  percent  per  year.” 

Kanagy  believes  firmly  that  this 
dichotomy  is  not  unique  to  the  Mennonite 
Church,  but  is  “the  Christian  story  right 
now,”  noting  that  his  views  are  consistent 
with  those  olfered  by  religion  scholar 
Philip  Jenkins  in  his  treatise,  “The  Next 
Christendom:  The  Coming  of  Global 
Christianity.”  “It  had  been  a hidden  story, 
but  Jenkins  really  got  the  conversation 
started  in  2002,”  Kanagy  says.  “Now, 
an  increasing  number  of  sociologists, 
historians,  and  scholars  of  religion  are 
talking  and  writing  about  Christianity 
in  the  Global  South  and  its  connection 
to  the  Global  North.” 


Kanagy ’s  visit  inspired  him  to 
contribute  to  that  conversation.  “This 
story  needs  to  be  told  from  a sociological 
perspective,”  he  reflects. 

Revealing  the  Story 

Upon  returning  to  the  United  States, 
Kanagy  focused  first  on  telling  the  story 
of  the  Mennonite  church  close  to  home. 

In  2005,  he  partnered  with  Donald 
Kraybill,  distinguished  college  professor 
and  Young  Center  senior  fellow,  and 
Carl  Bowman  ’79  on  “Church  Member 
Profile  2006,”  a three-year  study  of 
members  of  the  Church  of  the  Brethren, 
Mennonite  Church  USA,  and  the 
Brethren  in  Christ.  Kanagy  published  his 
interpretation  of  the  Mennonite  survey 
data,  “Road  Signs  for  the  Journey: 

A Profile  of  Mennonite  Church  USA,” 
in  July  2007. 

In  early  2008,  on  the  heels  of  that 
successful  endeavor,  Kanagy  approached 
Eastern  Mennonite  Missions  (EMM) 
about  funding  a study  of  churches  in  the 
Global  South.  The  organization  committed 
to  a two-year  study  of  12  churches,  which 
either  were  touched  by  EMM’s  early 
mission  activity  or  with  which  it  currently 
has  a close  working  relationship.  In 
May  2008 — in  partnership  with 
EMM  Chief  Executive  Officer  Richard 
Showalter  and  EMM  Strategic  Catalyst 
Tilahun  Beyene — Kanagy  launched  the 
study,  “Multi-Nation  Anabaptist  Profile  I.” 
This  significant  undertaking  is  providing 


church  leaders  with  a snapshot  of  the 
values,  practices  and  beliefs  of  260,000 
church  members  in  10  countries. 

An  International  Collaboration 

Key  to  the  research  effort’s  success  was 
the  identification  of  a team  of  young, 
often  university-trained,  church  members 
to  serve  as  research  partners  for  Kanagy. 
Each  participating  church  named  one 
“anchor”  to  assist  with  the  project. 

In  October  2008,  Kanagy  traveled 
to  Delhi,  India,  to  train  his  newly 
formed  international  team  in  research 
methodology  and  to  collaborate  with 
them  on  foundational  decisions  about 
the  administration  of  the  project. 
“Methodologically,  I went  in  with  an 
open  hand,”  remembers  Kanagy.  “It  was 
really  exciting  to  hear  them  frankly  discuss 
the  questions  that  they’re  struggling 
with  in  their  churches.”  Kanagy  returned 
to  the  United  States  with  a survey 
instrument  and  research  plan  that  was 
greatly  influenced  by  the  real-life 
experiences  of  his  partners  and  their 
knowledge  of  church  culture. 

The  survey  instrument  was 
translated  into  12  languages  and  dialects. 
Congregations  within  each  of  the 
churches  were  randomly  selected  for 
participation.  The  anchors  then  either 
personally  administered  the  survey  or 
recruited  support  from  regional  leaders 
or  local  pastors  to  do  so.  Through  their 
efforts— which  were  complicated  by  high 
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illiteracy  rates  and  the  geographic  distance 
between  many  congregations — the 
anchors  gathered  a wealth  of  data  for 
the  project.  “The  data  were  collected  by 
donkey  in  Ethiopia,  train  in  India,  and 
by  boat  in  Guatemala,”  reports  Kanagy. 

Analyzing  Findings 
at  Elizabethtown 

Three  Elizabethtown  students — Ryan 
Long  ’1 1,  Lindsey  Summers  T2  and 
Alisha  Sangrey  TO — assisted  Kanagy  in 
gathering,  processing  and  assembling  the 
data.  During  summer  2010,  their  work 
was  funded  hy  a grant  from  the  College. 

Long — a religious  studies  major  with 
minors  in  sociology  and  Anabaptist  and 
Pietist  Studies — processed  an  ahum 
dance  of  quantitative  data,  cleaning 
data  sets  and  completing  a preliminary 
analysis.  As  a result  of  his  association 
with  this  project,  Long  also  completed  a 
personal  research  project  in  consultation 
with  Kanagy  and  Associate  Professor  of 
Sociology  Michele  Lee  Kozimor-King  ’93. 

Describing  this  experience  as  life- 
changing,  Long  says  his  work  on  this 
project  has  positively  affected  his  vision 
for  his  future.  “This  experience  has  radically 
changed  my  academic  experience,”  he 
reflects.  “It  definitely  has  challenged  me 
to  expand  my  goals  and  aspirations.” 

Like  Long,  Summers — a religious 
studies  and  sociology  major — also 
worked  with  the  quantitative  data  from 
the  churches.  Through 
her  experience,  she  has 
developed  a curiosity 
about  the  story  behind  the 
numbers.  “I  am  fascinated 
hy  the  thought  processes  of 
individuals  from  different 
cultural  backgrounds,”  she 
reflects.  “As  I was  entering 
the  data  I found  myself 
constantly  comparing  the 
results  from  one  church 
to  the  results  of  another 
and  hypothesizing  why  the 
differences  existed.” 

Sangrey — who 
completed  her  degree  in 
accounting  and  Spanish 
in  May  2010 — actually 
traveled  to  Honduras  and 
Guatemala  to  conduct 
interviews  with  church 


members  and  pastors.  The  qualitative 
research  she  gathered  not  only  supported 
Kanagy  in  his  work,  but  also  provided 
her  with  necessary  insights  for  a 40-page 
thesis  that  she  wrote  entirely  in  Spanish. 

In  reflecting  on  her  experience, 
Sangrey  says  she  is  most  appreciative  of 
the  opportunity  to  use  all  of  the  skills 
she  acquired  at  Elizabethtown  in  giving 
back  to  a cause  in  which  she  believes. 
“This  project  was  finally  my  opportunity 
to  create  and  to  join  with  faculty  to 
do  a study  that  will  be  very  helpful  to 
Eastern  Mennonite  Missions  and  the 
Mennonite  churches  around  the  world,” 
she  reflects.  “This  is  something  I am  very 
passionate  about,  so  I enjoyed  the  project 
tremendously  and  felt  honored  to  work 
with  Dr.  Kanagy.” 

Returning  to  the  Global  South 

Thanks  to  a College  grant,  Kanagy — 
along  with  Sangrey  and  Long — returned 
to  the  Global  South  in  August  2010. 

On  this  final  trip  to  Thika,  Kenya, 
instead  of  a multitude  of  questions,  the 
Elizabethtown  College  team  brought  with 
them  the  clues  to  the  answers. 

Together  with  their  Global  South 
anchors,  the  Elizabethtown  team 
discussed  findings  and  wrestled  with  the 
implications  of  the  numbers.  “This  was 
really  a historic  gathering  of  people  from 
all  over  the  world,”  reflects  Kanagy. 


A dozen  presentations  and  a report  for 
each  church,  co-authored  by  the  church 
anchor  and  Kanagy,  resulted  from  the 
five-day  meeting.  The  “Multi-Nation 
Anabaptist  Profile  I”  paints  a picture  of 
the  churches’  current  membership — 
demographics,  attitudes,  beliefs  and 
characteristics.  In  addition,  the  team 
identified  a series  of  issues  for  future 
consideration  hy  church  leadership, 
including  the  influences  of  Islam  in  the 
cultural  settings  of  the  churches,  the 
meaning  of  the  Anabaptist  identity  to 
church  members,  the  relevance  of 
evangelism  and  mission  efforts,  and  the 
relative  youthfulness  of  the  Global  South 
churches.  From  this  project,  Kanagy  also 
plans  to  write  two  books — a summary 
book  this  fall  in  collaboration  with  EMM 
CEO  Richard  Showalter  and  a book  in 
spring  2011  with  Mennonite  historian 
John  Roth  of  Goshen  College,  which  will 
reflect  this  data  within  a context  of  an 
emerging  body  of  scholarly  literature. 

“I  think  that  most  anchors  and  leaders 
of  the  MNA  Profile  I would  agree  that 
this  study  has  challenged  much  of  what 
we  thought  we  knew  about  our  churches,” 
Kanagy  reflects.  “It  has,  in  fact,  led  to 
keener  focus,  clarity  and  understanding. 
But  whether  this  project  will  help  to  bring 
about  changes  in  practice  and  faithfulness 
to  Jesus  Christ  lies  largely  with  those  who 
will  continue  to  catch  a glimpse  of  the 
picture  it  has  given."

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S.  Dale  High  Center  Celebrates  15  Years

When  S.  Dale  High  ’63  H’93 

became  successor  to  the  welding 
company  his  father,  Sanford,  started  in 
1931,  he  could  have  benefited  from  an 
organization  that  helped  family-owned 
businesses  with  leadership  transitions. 
Such  was  his  impetus  for  founding 
the  S.  Dale  High  Center  with  Elizabeth- 
town College  officials  in  1995 — to 
provide  education  and  training  to 
help  family  businesses  flourish  into 
successive  generations. 

“Elizabethtown  had  always  blended 
the  practical  and  theoretical,”  explains 
Founding  Director  Mary  Beth  Matteo, 
who  retired  from  the  College  in 
August  2010.  “As  an  Elizabethtown 
alum,  Dale  believes  in  that  union  and 
that  a center  serving  family  businesses 
could  be  an  important  extension  of  the 
College’s  educational  philosophy.” 

At  the  start  of  their  collaboration, 
High  and  Matteo,  fonnerly  vice  president 
of  development,  began  cultivating 
corporate  partners,  two  of  which — 
Barley  Snyder,  Attorneys  at  Law,  and 
The  High  Companies— continue 
to  support  the  Center  today.  By 
September  1995,  the  Center  had 
22  members.  In  another  year,  the 
organization  had  increased  its  member- 
ship to  40  family-owned  firms.  Some 
of  the  original  members  remain  active 
today:  GSM  Roofing,  The  High 


Companies,  Lobar  Inc.,  Pennfield 
Corporation,  and  SKH  Management 
Company — most  of  which  have  next 
generation  shareholders  participating 
in  Center  programs. 

In  1998,  Matteo  became  the  Center’s 
first  official  director  on  a part-time  basis. 
Under  Matteo’s  leadership,  the  Center 
partnered  with  The  High  Companies 
and  the  Wharton  School  of  Business 
to  offer  the  first  regional  conference  on 
family  business  in  2001.  Called  “The 
Competitive  Edge,”  the  event  attracted 
attendees  from  across  the  Mid-Atlantic. 

Through  the  conference,  Matteo 
met  family  business  consultant  Michael 
McGrann,  formerly  assistant  director 
of  the  Wharton  School’s  Enterprising 
Families  Initiative.  McGrann  was  so  well 
received  at  the  conference  that  he  was 
invited  to  be  a guest  presenter  at  the 
Center  three  more  times  before  being 
tapped  as  the  S.  Dale  High  Center’s  first 
executive  director  in  2009. 

With  the  high  concentration  of  family 
businesses  in  Central  Pennsylvania — 
two-thirds  of  which  statistically  could  be 
predicted  to  fail  before  passing  to  the 
second  generation — High  and  Matteo 
knew  there  were  enough  family  businesses 
to  sustain  the  Center’s  membership 
ranks.  With  a desire  to  meet  the  needs 
of  current  members  and  attract  new, 
Matteo  added  programs  such  as  affinity

groups,  which  joined  family  business 
leaders  around  a common  denominator, 
such  as  age  and/or  experience.  High 
and  Matteo  also  engaged  in  strategic 
planning  to  identify  how  the  Center 
should  grow  to  meet  future  needs,  setting 
forth  resources  to  do  so  by  creating  the 
S.  Dale  High  Endowment  in  2007. 

College  officials  supported  a 
strategic  vision  as  a regional  and  national 
presence,  reinforcing  the  Center’s 
potential  by  appointing  Mike  McGrann 
as  executive  director,  to  succeed  Matteo. 
Both  Matteo  and  High  believe  McGrann 
to  be  the  ideal  leader  to  increase  the 
Center’s  depth,  breadth  and  reputation. 
Since  1997,  McGrann — in  addition  to 
being  in  much  demand  on  the  national 
family  business  circuit — has  consulted 
with  dozens  of  family  businesses  on 
strategic  issues,  such  as  leadership 
transitions,  new  governance  structures, 
and  empowerment  of  the  next  generation 
of  leadership. 

McGrann  works  exclusively  with 
family  businesses  because  he  believes 
in  them.  “It’s  the  dominant  form  of 
economic  enterprise  across  the  world,” 
he  says.  “In  every  measure  that’s 
significant,  from  return  on  assets  to 
sales  growth  to  return  on  equity,  family 
businesses  outperform  non-family 
businesses  in  the  long  run.” 

McGrann  is  committed  to  continuing 
the  legacy  of  entrepreneurship  and  to 
driving  core  family  values  into  the  next 
generation  of  family  business  leaders. 

He  welcomes  the  chance  to  establish 
relationships  with  more  alumni  who 
own  family  businesses  and  hopes  to 
begin  working  and  learning  together 
at  the  S.  Dale  High  Center.  For 
more  information,  please  contact 
717-361-1275  or  e-mail  fbc@etown.edu.

ELIZABETHTOWN  COLLABORATES  IN  FOUNDING  ECOLOGICAL 
RESEARCH  NETWORK 

Thanks  to  an  almost  $500,000  grant  from  the  National  Science  Foundation,  faculty 
at  Elizabethtown  College  and  other  institutions  are  founding  a network  to  enhance 
undergraduate  ecological  education  through  collaborative  research. 

The  Ecological  Research  as  Education  Network  (EREN)  includes  faculty  at  a 
dozen  colleges  in  the  Northeast  and  Midwest  who  will  partner  in  developing  collab- 
orative research  projects  focused  on  regional  to  continental-scale  ecological  issues. 
Through  the  projects,  the  faculty  will  engage  their  students  in  authentic  science 
while  teaching  them  basic  ecology.  Additionally,  the  EREN  faculty  will  create  a 
continental-scale  ecology  course  module  using  research  data  and  establish  an  online 
database  of  collaborative  data  sets  collected  during  the  project. 

Assistant  Professor  of  Biology  David  Bowne,  who  is  one  of  16  EREN  faculty, 
believes  this  effort  could  be  a catalyst  for  significant  ecological  research.  “This 
network  will  allow  faculty  and  students  here  at  Elizabethtown  and  across  the  nation 
to  work  together  to  answer  large-scale  ecological  questions  that  would  be  impossible 
for  any  one  participant  to  answer  alone,”  Bowne  says.  “Elizabethtown  College  students 
actively  will  conduct  research  that  advances  ecological  science  and,  in  the  process, 
gain  a deeper  understanding  of  ecological  concepts,  experimental  design,  the  process 
of  science,  and  the  value  of  collaboration.” 

The  EREN  is  being  led  by  Laurel  Anderson,  Ohio  Wesleyan  associate  professor 
of  botany-microbiology.  In  addition  to  Bowne  and  Anderson,  the  network  includes 
faculty  from  Bard  College,  N.Y.;  Carthage  College,  Wis.;  Ferrum  College,  Va.; 
Meredith  College,  N.C.;  Mount  Holyoake  College,  Mass.;  Mount  St.  Mary’s

SCIENCE  IN  MOTION  PROVIDES  PROFESSIONAL  DEVELOPMENT  FOR  LOCAL  EDUCATORS 

Twenty-one  high  school  biology  and  chemistry  teachers  explored  advanced  science  topics  and  learned  cutting-edge  scientific  techniques 
and  teaching  strategies  during  a two-day  Science  in  Motion  professional  development  training  program  at  Elizabethtown  College  in 
June  2010.  The  training  program — which  was  made  possible  as  a result  of  a collaboration  between  the  College  and  the  Commonwealth 
of  Pennsylvania — is  part  of  a rich  offering  of  Science  in  Motion  program  resources  that  have  been  supporting  science  education  in  schools 
in  four  counties  in  southeastern  Pennsylvania. 

During  the  two-day  session,  participating  high  school  teachers  deepened  their  personal  understanding  of  advanced  genetics  topics 
and  acquired  new  teaching  strategies  that  support  student  learning.  Throughout  the  training  program,  the  teachers  used  state-of-the-art 
equipment  to  investigate  the  concepts  through  hands-on  laboratories  and  lessons. 

According  to  Wendy  Griest,  Science  in  Motion  site  director  and  mobile  educator,  the  positive  ripple  effects  of  the  training  program 
will  be  felt  for  many  years  to  come,  as  the  teachers  take  what  they  learned  and  apply  it  in  their  classrooms.  “These  techniques  can  be 
used  to  provide  standards-based,  inquiry  science  to  their  students,”  she  says.  “In  addition,  the  teachers  may  borrow  the  laboratory 

Created  in  1987,  Science  in  Motion  is 
an  educational  partnership  between  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  and  12  select 
colleges  and  universities,  which  provides  science 
resources  and  training  for  teachers  and  schools  in 
the  state.

For  the  sixth  straight  year, 
the  Blue  Jays  appeared  in  the 
Commonwealth  Conference 
championship  game,  but  lost 
9-5  to  Widener  University  to 
finish  with  an  overall  record  of 
24-16.  Six  players  were  named 
to  the  All-Commonwealth 
Conference  team,  including 
first-team  relief  pitcher  Ryan 
Barrett  ’10.  Reaching  the 
100-hit  milestone  for  their 
careers  were  outfielder  Brian 
Kiernan  ’10,  infielder  Matt 
Vinagro  ’10  and  infielder 
Ben  Yeager  ’10.  Utility  player 
Anthony  Heaps  ’ll  hit  seven 
home  runs  to  tie  for  seventh 
place  on  the  program’s  single- 
season list,  while  outfielder 
Rodney  Francis  ’10  finished  his  career  ranked  among  the 
program’s  leaders  in  runs  scored  (135),  runs  batted  in  (107), 
hits  (165),  doubles  (40),  and  stolen  bases  (69). 

Golf 

After  winning  two  straight  Commonwealth  Conference  team 
championships,  the  Blue  Jays  finished  third  at  the  2010 
tournament  behind  Messiah  College  (617)  and  Albright 
College  (631)  with  a score  of  635.  Dan  Senkler  ’ll  was  the 
top  finisher  for  the  Blue  Jays  as  he  placed  third  with  a score 
of  153,  just  five  shots  behind  the  tournament  winner.  Geoff 
Quinque  ’ll  added  a lOth-place  finish  with  a 36-hole  total  of 
161.  Elizabethtown  College  was  the  host  school  for  the  NCAA 
Division  III  Men’s  Golf  Championships,  which  was  won  by 
Methodist  University  by  one  shot  over  Guilford  College,  at 
the  Hershey  Country  Club  East  Course  and  the  Hershey  Links. 

Men's  Lacrosse 

After  going  10-1  in  league  play,  the  Blue  Jays  finished  atop  the 
Middle  Atlantic  Conference  (MAC)  regular-season  standings 
for  the  first  time  in  program  history,  but  lost  8-5  to  the  eventual 
champion,  Widener  University,  in  the  semifinals.  Among  the 
season  highlights  were  an  eight-game  winning  streak;  dramatic 
one-goal  wins  over  Messiah  College,  Manhattanville  College 
and  DeSales  University;  and  an  11-8  road  win  at  Lycoming 
College  en  route  to  a 12-4  record.  Attackman  Aaron  Weber  ’10 
collected  numerous  postseason  accolades,  including  honorable 
mention  All-America  honors  and  MAC  Player  of  the  Year. 
Weber  finished  his  senior  year  as  the  program’s  career  leader 
with  143  goals,  108  assists  and  251  points.  Also  claiming 
first-team  All-MAC  honors  with  Weber  were  brothers, 

Jon  Day  ’10  (midfield)  and  Chris  Day  ’10  (defense). 


Women's  Lacrosse 

For  the  first  time  in  program  history,  the  Blue  Jays  won  the 
MAC  championship  and  qualified  for  the  NCAA  Division  III 
Championships.  A 12-0  regular  season  enabled  the  Blue  Jays  to 
clinch  the  top  seed  in  the  conference  playoffs  for  the  third  time 
in  the  last  four  years,  and  the  squad  defeated  Lycoming  College 
(17-6)  and  FDU-Florham  (11-4)  to  capture  the  title.  Seven 
players  were  named  to  the  MAC  All-Conference  team,  with 
midfielder  Stephanie  Kreis  ’10  earning  Player  of  the  Year  honors 
and  Mike  Faith  taking  the  Coach  of  the  Year  award.  In  the 
NCAA  playoffs,  the  Blue  Jays  overcame  a road  trip  and  a weather 
delay  to  defeat  Washington  & Lee  University  13-12  in  the 
opening  round,  but  were  eliminated  with  a 19-16  loss  to  the 
University  of  Mary  Washington  in  the  second  round.  Midfielder 
Katie  Caprinolo  ’10  was  a third-team  Intercollegiate  Women’s 
Lacrosse  Coaches  Association  All-American  and  was  named  MAC 
playoff  MVP  after  scoring  five  goals  in  the  championship  match.

Earning 
All-Conference  honors  were  catcher  Courtney  Comstock  T3  and 
infielder  Sarah  Church  TO  on  the  first  team,  with  infielder  Paige 
Tanner  TO  and  outfielder  Lindsey  Cooper  T3  on  the  second 
team.  The  Blue  Jays  also  were  represented  on  the  National 
Fastpitch  Coaches  Association  All-East  team,  as  infielder 
Elly  McCarthy  T3  was  a first-team  pick  and  Comstock  was  a 
third-team  selection.

Riehl  was  joined  on  the  first-team 
All-Commonwealth  squad  by  Manrique  Arrea  ’12,  who  went

In  addition  to  his  coaching  post  at  the  College,  Capoferri 
served  as  head  wrestling  coach  at  York  Suburban  High  School  and 
Millersville  University.  During  his  four  years  at  Millersville,  he  led 
the  Marauders  squad  to  the  2002,  2003  and  2004  NCAA  Division  I 
East  Regional  titles.  In  2003  and  2004,  Capoferri  was  named  East 
Regional  Coach  of  the  Year. 

Capoferri  is  founder  and  chief  executive  officer  of  River 
Rock  Academy  and  Day  Treatment.  River  Rock  Academy 
has  six  campuses  throughout  central  Pennsylvania  and  has 
contracts  with  more  than  60  public  schools.

Also  at  the  May  2010  event,  Ronald  Shubert  ’62, 
professor  of  math  emeritus,  was  recognized  with  the  2010 
Joseph  A.  Whitmore  Service  to  Student-Athletes  Award. 

As  a student,  Shubert  was  a member  of  the  1960 
National  Association  of  Intercollegiate  Athletics 
champion  men’s  soccer  team.  After  completing  his 
post-graduate  work,  he  returned  to  Elizabethtown  as  a 
faculty  member.  While  teaching,  Shubert  served  as  assistant 
men’s  soccer  coach  for  three  years. 

In  1986,  he  was  approached  by  a group  of  students  about 
creating  a women’s  soccer  team.  Shubert  agreed  and  served  as 
advisor  and  coach  for  the  club  team  squad  for  two  years,  until  the 
College  formed  its  varsity  women’s  soccer  program  in  fall  1988. 

During  his  tenure  at  Elizabethtown,  Shubert  taught  27 
different  courses,  many  of  which  he  developed  or  helped  to 
develop,  and  served  as  the  first  program  director  for  computer 
science.  While  teaching,  Shubert  volunteered  on  many  campus 
committees,  advised  the  Math  Club  and  Ski  Club,  and  served 
as  the  College’s  National  Collegiate  Athletic  Association 
representative  for  many  years.

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Six  Alumni  Inducted  into  Ira  R.  Herr  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame

In  May  2010,  the  collegiate  accomplishments  of  six  alumni  were 
recognized  as  they  were  inducted  into  the  Ira  R.  Herr  Athletic 
Hall  of  Fame.  Justin  Barbush  ’96,  Brian  Crouse  ’85,  Scott 
McNaney  ’90,  Heidi  Metzger  ’97,  Sherilyn  Adie  Robinson  ’87  and 
Larry  Shirk  ’75  joined  the  Hall  of  Fame’s  elite  group  of  Blue  Jay 
champions  on  the  eve  of  its  ceremonial  rededication  in  the  new 
Jay  Walk. 

Justin  Barbush  was  the  second  Blue  Jay  wrestler  to  be  a two- 
time  All-American,  finishing  third  in  1995  and  fourth  in  1996.  He 
was  a three-time  Middle  Atlantic  Conference  (MAC)  champion 
at  134  pounds  and  ranks  in  the  top  10  in  career  wins  with  97. 
More  than  a decade  after  his  graduation,  Barbush  still  holds  the 
program’s  single-season  record  for  wins  with  41  in  1994-1995. 

Brian  Crouse  was  a MAC  Northwest  League  All-Star  in  both 
1982-1983  and  1983-1984.  Starting  every  basketball  game  of  the 
four  seasons  of  his  collegiate  career,  Crouse  averaged  in  double 
figures  each  year.  He  was  the  17th  player  in  program  history  to 
score  1 ,000  points  and  finished  his  tenure  in  an  Elizabethtown 
uniform  with  1,147  points. 

Scott  McNaney  was  a MAC  Northern  Division  All-Star  in 
both  1986  and  1988.  As  a senior,  he  hit  .421,  with  eight  triples 
and  four  home  runs,  and  subsequently  was  drafted  by  the  Baltimore 
Orioles  in  the  19th  round.  In  addition,  McNaney  earned  a letter  as 
a goalkeeper  on  the  Blue  Jay  soccer  team  in  1984. 

Heidi  Metzger  was  a four-year  letterwinner  in  women’s 
basketball  and  ranks  third  in  program  history  with  1,674  career 
points.  Metzger  averaged  22.3  points  per  game  as  a senior  and 
continues  to  hold  the  program’s  career  record  with  191  three- 
pointers.  Today,  she  still  ranks  in  the  program’s  all-time  top  10 
in  scoring  average,  assists  and  steals. 

Sherilyn  Adie  Robinson  lettered  in  both  field  hockey  and 
softball,  and  was  an  All-Region  honoree  and  a second-team 


Academic  All-American  in  softball  as  a senior.  At  the  time  of 
her  graduation,  she  was  the  field  hockey  program’s  all-time  leader 
in  assists  with  27.  Robinson  continues  to  hold  the  single-season 
record  for  assists  with  16,  which  was  set  in  1986. 

Larry  Shirk  was  a four-year  letterwinner  and  a three-time 
MAC  Northern  Division  All-Star.  He  also  earned  Pennsylvania- 
New  Jersey-Delaware  All-Star  honors  twice.  During  Shirk’s  career, 
the  Blue  Jays  won  one  MAC  championship  and  appeared  in 
regional  playoffs  all  four  seasons. 

The  six  members  of  the  Class  of  2010  join  a collection  of 
only  166  athletes,  six  coaches  and  five  teams  that  have  been 
inducted  into  the  Hall  of  Fame  over  the  past  35  years.

Tweeting.  Friending  and  Mobile  flpps 

The  Changing  Channels 
of  Today's  lleuis

The  exact  date  isn’t  clear,  but  one  day  Jeremy  Bitz  ’96  realized 
the  journalism  field  he  entered  as  an  Elizabethtown  College 
graduate  had  been  uprooted.  A generation  of  media  companies 
had  focused  on  a singular  way  of  delivering  news — be  it  a 
television  signal,  AM  radio  feed  or  newspaper.  But  on  that  day 
for  Bitz — director  of  news  operations  for  Time-Wamer  Cable’s 
Local  News  Division,  a group  that  includes  the  well-known 
New  York  1 News — everything  seemed  so  archaic. 

Cable-casting  television  news  to  his  New  York  viewers 
wasn’t  enough  anymore.  NY  1 needed  to  catch  up  to  the 
explosion  of  new  and  social  media  because  the  Facebooks, 
Twitters,  Tumblrs  and  mobile  apps  of  the  world  demanded 
media  companies  adapt  quickly. 

Just  one  thing:  Bitz  never  studied  Facebook  or  its  siblings 
in  college. 

“As  a child  of  the  80s,  this  is  fascinating  to  me,”  Bitz  says. 
“We  realize  there’s  a segment  of  our  audience,  especially  younger 
people,  who  are  being  brought  into  our  stations  in  not-so- 
traditional  ways.  And  it’s  growing.” 

Solely  relying  on  conventional 
means  to  deliver  news  is  over.  The  same 
can  be  said  about  how  businesses 
communicate  their  message  and  brands  to 
consumers.  New  media — and  the  devices 
that  deliver  it — have  erupted  and  thrown 
conventional  wisdom  into  upheaval.  And 
it  continues  to  explode.  Today’s  trendy 
website  or  mobile  app  quickly  replaces 
something  that  just  two  years  ago  was 
the  must-do  social  media  outlet. 

Anybody  remember  Friendster?  MySpace? 

The  aftermath  of  all  this  change  has 
left  a perpetually  evolving  field  for 
communications  professionals. 

This  explosion  of  change  is  impacting  Elizabethtown 
College’s  Department  of  Communications,  which  is  adjusting 
its  curriculum  to  stay  relevant  and  prepare  graduates  for  this 
new  world.  “Never  before  have  we  lived  in  a more  literate  age,” 
reflects  Professor  of  Communications  Tamara  Gillis.  “We’ve 
incorporated  social  and  new  media  into  all  areas  of  our  classes. 

We  have  students  learning  how  to  create  websites,  blogs  and  so 
on.  But  now,  they  have  to  consider  how  the  world  at  large  sees  it, 
not  just  their  friends.” 

For  Elizabethtown’s  communications  alumni  and  students,  the 
pace  of  keeping  up  with  the  latest  trends  in  social  and  new  media 
is  a lot  like  running  a marathon  with  the  speed  of  a sprinter.

It’s  8 a.m.  in  the  studio  of  NY1,  a 24-hour 

cable  news  channel  cable-casting  out  of  Chelsea 

Market  on  Manhattan  Island.  Under  the  glare  of  harsh  set 

lighting,  news  anchors  talk  into  a row  of  cameras,  reading 

scripts  off  a teleprompter.  Something  else,  though,  is  happening 

in  a nearby  newsroom. 

“Hey  Washington,”  writes  Susanna  Hegner,  senior  producer 
of  “The  Call.”  “Your  failure  to  pass  the  Zadroga  Act  is  one  of 
many  reasons  no  one  trusts  you." 

The  Zadroga  Act,  which  stalled  in  the  U.S.  House  of 
Representatives  in  July  2010,  would  have  provided  health  care 

funds  to  people  exposed  to  toxins  after  the 
September  2001  terrorist  attacks.  What 
became  particularly  memorable  during  the 
debate  was  a viral  video,  which  was  seen 
by  nearly  a million  people  on  YouTube 
over  just  a few  days.  The  video  featured 
a passionate  rant  by  Democratic  New 
York  Rep.  Anthony  Weiner  slamming 
Republicans  for  not  supporting  the  bill. 

Hegner  is  venting  her  anger  on  a 
NY1  blog  that  also  includes  breaking  news 
alerts  and  reader  feedback.  Elsewhere,  the 
station’s  Twitter  accounts  chum  out  to 
their  followers  link  after  link  of  NY1  stories 
appearing  on  the  station’s  website. 
Television  stations  like  NY1 
are  no  longer  just  broadcast  outlets.  The  same  can  be  said  about 
newspapers;  they’re  no  longer  just  print  publishers.  Media  outlets 
of  every  variety  are  pouring  out  information  not  just  with  a 
single  tool  but  with  a variety  of  means,  including  broadcast 
signals  and  words  printed  on  paper  plus  Facebook  updates, 
tweets,  blogs  and  “apps,”  programs  which  allow  material  to  be 
seen,  read  and  heard  on  mobile  phones,  iPads  and  other  portable 
reading  or  audio  devices. 

“How  do  we  fully  embrace  it.7"  Bitz  asks.  “And  on  the  flip 
side,  is  there  an  economic  model  to  support  it  over  time7  Those 
are  the  questions  we  battle  with  on  a daily  basis.  It  just  can’t  be 
a fad.  It  has  to  support  itself  and  bring  in  revenue."

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Adapting  to  the  new  media  world  has  been  anything  but 
easy  for  journalism  outlets.  Many  have  been  slow  to  embrace 
the  use  of  social  media  for  news  coverage.  And,  stepping  into 
the  chasm  between  the  consumers’  immediate  need  to  know 
and  traditional  media’s  production  timeline  are  the  low-cost 
and  immediately  available  blogs,  Twitter  accounts,  etc.  Now, 
consumers  are  creating  their  own  news  outlet  to  compete  with 
their  local  news  organizations. 

This  creates  a dilemma  for  traditional  news  organizations 
about  how  to  use  these  new  tools.  Should  newspapers  display 
on  their  free-access  websites  or  blogs  an  entire  news  article  that 
appears  in  the  50-cent  hard  copy?  No,  says  Bitz.  Using  blogs, 
Facebook  or  Twitter  should  be  a complementary  tool  to  the  broad- 
cast of  news.  “I  can  run  a two-minute  news  story  on  a 24-hour 
cable  news  channel,  and  let’s  say  there  are  three  interviews  in  that 
piece.  Let’s  say  all  three  are  very  compelling  and  add  context.  We 
can  put  them  on  the  web  and  put  them  out  there  on  Facebook 
or  Twitter  and  have  that  be  supplemental  content,  so  that  all  the 
mediums  are  constantly  feeding  one  another,”  he  explains. 

Elizabethtown  College  Trustee  Steve  Falk  ’76 — former 
publisher  of  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle  and  now  president 
and  chief  executive  officer  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce — sees  another  advantage  to  the  use  of  Twitter  and 
Facebook.  “People  like  the  idea  of  having  a personal  connection 
with  a journalist.  They  feel  engaged,  responding  to  blogs  and 
posting  comments  to  stories,”  he  reflects.  “The  interaction  seems 
to  firm  up  a relationship  between  a journalist  and  a reader  more 
so  than  traditional  print.  Previously,  someone  would  have  to  write 
a letter  to  the  editor  to  make  that  connection.  And  right  now,  a 
connection  with  readers  is  what  reporters  desperately  need.” 

Falk  points  out  that  the  most  popular  pieces  in  the  San 
Francisco  Chronicle  were  opinion  columns,  the  most  personal 
kind  of  newspaper  writing.  For  most  field  reporters  writing  about 
City  Hall  or  covering  the  crime  beat,  however,  injecting  their 
personalities  into  their  news  coverage  is  counterintuitive  to  the 
conventional  wisdom  of  news-neutral  reporting.  If  you’re  a news 
reporter  and  not  an  op-ed  writer,  you  must  balance  your  article 
or  broadcast  with  multiple  points  of  view  and  keep  yours  out  of  it 
since  your  job  is  to  inform  the  public,  not  shape  public  opinion. 

That  doesn’t  mean,  however,  that  reporters  can’t  integrate 
blogs,  Facebook  or  Twitter  into  their  reporting.  Many  have. 


No  longer  is  the  news  a one-way  street,  says  Elizabethtown  College 
Trustee  Steve  Falk  '76,  president  and  chief  executive  officer  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce.  People  want  to  feel  engaged. 


If  reporters  have  a blog,  they  can  tell  the  behind-the-scenes  story 
about  how  they  put  together  a major,  hard-hitting  feature  story, 
something  that  complements  the  published  article.  And  if  reporters 
gain  hundreds  or  thousands  of  followers  on  Facebook  and  Twitter, 
social  media  can  become  a tremendous  news  gathering  tool.  If  a 
reporter  is  working  on  a feature  about  mortgage  foreclosures,  he 
or  she  can  put  a message  out  via  social  media  to  ask  if  anyone  has 
had  a foreclosure  and  is  willing  to  talk  about  their  experience. 
And  reporters  can  receive  feedback  on  their  news  stories  or 
interact  with  consumers  almost  instantly. 

“The  duty  of  social  media  as  it  relates  to  traditional  media 
is  the  ability  for  the  reader  or  viewer  to  participate,”  Falk  says. 


With  the  news  just  a tweet  away,  savvy  corporations, 
like  Susquehanna  Bank,  are  implementing  social 
media  policies  and  practices.

If  it  seems  the  journalism  field  has  yet  to  work  out  all  the 
kinks  with  integrating  social  media,  the  same  can  be  said  for 
corporate  communications.  Reaching  customers  previously 
required  expensive  marketing  campaigns— including  direct 
mail,  print  collateral  and  advertising — to  heighten  consumer 
awareness  of  corporate  brands. 

Now,  the  pressure’s  on  for  companies  to  go  interactive. 

Whether  they  are  an  upstart  or  generations  old,  companies 
are  creating  Facebook  pages,  blogs  and  Twitter  accounts  to  put 
their  services  and  brands  in  front  of  potentially  millions  of  eyes. 
Facebook  ads,  for  example,  allow  the  average  business  owner  to 
access  a pool  of  500  million  people.  Advertisers  can  narrow 
their  target  audience  selectively  by  age,  race,  marital  status, 
geographical  region,  and  likes  and  dislikes.  And  their  ad,  which 
will  show  up  on  the  Facebook  page  of  their  target  audience,  will 
invite  each  potential  customer  to  click  through  and  see  what 
the  company  is  all  about. 

Elizabethtown  alumnae  Crystal  Mills  ’96  and  Alison  Billoni 
van  Harskamp  ’93,  along  with  Elizabethtown  adjunct  faculty 
member  Steve  Trapnell,  are  deeply  involved  in  creating  a social 
media  strategy  for  Susquehanna  Bank,  a Lancaster  County  (Pa.)- 
based  institution  that  has  $14  billion  in  assets  and  220  branches 
in  four  states.  The  strategy  includes  a new  blog  on  the  bank’s 
website  that  features  posts  on  banking  and  investing  by  financial 
experts  employed  by  Susquehanna  Bank.  The  bank  also  launched 
a Twitter  feed  in  August  2010. 
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“When  we  first  suggested  exploring  social  media,  there 
was  some  understandable  concern  within  the  company,”  says 
van  Harskamp,  director  of  corporate  communications  for 
Susquehanna  Bank.  She  graduated  13  years  before  the  launch 
of  Twitter  and,  like  many  professionals  in  the  field,  is  trying  to 
stay  current  with  new  communications  channels.  One  of  the 
biggest  concerns  van  Harskamp  and  her  team  had  to  address  is 
one  shared  by  many  companies  and  corporate  communications 
veterans — the  perception  that  they  are  relinquishing  control  of 
the  company’s  message.  Blogs  and  Facehook  pages  allow  followers 
to  respond  to  posts.  And  any  consumer  with  a complaint  can  lay 
it  out  there  for  the  world  to  read. 

“It  forces  you  to  step  up  the  monitoring  of  your  brand,”  van 
Harskamp  explains.  “There  are  conversations  happening  about 
you  on  Facebook  or  Twitter,  and  you  have  to  he  mindful  of  that.” 

Successful  new  media  strategies  aren’t  just  simply  about 
launching  a blog.  Anyone  these  days  can  do  that.  The  most 
successful  bloggers  know  how  to  write  search  engine-optimized 
posts  and  use  keywords  to  attract  search  engines  like  Google — 
so,  when  someone  searches  for  “mortgage  rates,”  Susquehanna 
Bank’s  blog  will  be  among  the  first  results.  Successful  bloggers 
update  constantly,  recognize  that  writing  for  the  web  requires 
short  paragraphs  and  stories,  and  connect  their  blog  to  other 
new  media  like  Twitter,  which  can  attract  more  customers. 

Trapnell,  who  is  corporate  communications  manager  for 
Susquehanna  Bank,  says  social  media  can  work  to  put  out 
public  relations  fires  as  well.  “During  the  financial  crisis  of  2008, 
it  would  have  been  great  to  get  information  out  to  the  public 
because  there  was  a lot  of  anxiety,”  he  explains.  As  the  housing 
market  collapsed  and  massive  financial  institutions  disappeared 
during  the  meltdown  that  sent  the  American  economy  into 
a tailspin,  Susquehanna  Bank  did  not  have  a blog  or  Twitter 
account  to  help  calm  the  fears  of  customers. 

According  to  Mills,  community  relations  manager  for 
Susquehanna  Bank,  personal  touch  makes  the  use  of  social 
media  for  corporate  communications  so  attractive.  “The  hlog 
is  more  of  a conversation  with  the  customer— more  personal 
than  a sales  tactic,”  she  says,  although  none  of  the  bank’s 
managers  would  complain  if  the  hlog  attracts  more  business 
for  Susquehanna  Bank. 


It’s  summer  and  the  second  floor  of  the  Steinman  Center  is 
dark  and  nearly  silent.  The  lights  inside  ECTV’s  studio  remain 
off,  and  the  disc  jockey  chairs  in  WWEC  88.3  FM  are  empty. 

But  that’s  not  how  things  are  inside  Assistant  Professor  Kirsten 
Johnson’s  office  as  the  incoming  chair  of  the  Department  of 
Communications  infuses  energy  with  each  word  she  says. 

“I  tweet!  I Facebook!”  Johnson  says  sitting  inside  her 
Steinman  office.  “I  more  avidly  Facebook  than  I do  tweet, 
and  I probably  access  Facebook  10  times  a day.” 

Johnson,  a former  television  news  producer  turned  professor, 
finds  herself  taking  the  helm  of  Elizabethtown’s  Communications 
Department  at  a time  in  which  the  rate  of  change  in  the  field 
is  comparative  to  the  period  when  newspapers  and  radio  met 
television  during  the  1950s  and  1960s.  For  decades,  the  department 
prepared  students  for  careers  in  those  mediums,  as  well  as  jobs  in 
the  public  relations  and  corporate  communications  fields.  But  the

onset  of  new  and  social  media — and  the  sprinter’s  pace  by  which 
they  evolve — has  meant  the  department  must  evolve  too. 

“We  had  enough  signs  to  see  where  new  media  is  going,” 
says  Gillis,  outgoing  department  chair  and  Johnson’s  colleague 
in  leading  the  department  through  this  sea  change.  “We’ve  been 
watching  this  develop  over  the  last  10  years.” 

How  to  adjust  the  curriculum,  however,  is  a challenge 
because  fads  come  and  go.  MySpace,  a social  networking  site  that 
preceded  Facebook,  reached  its  height  at  the  end  of  2007,  but  it 
now  ranks  25th  among  the  most  visited  websites,  according  to 
Google.  Facebook?  It’s  number  one. 

“We  can’t  keep  changing  willy  nilly,”  Gillis  says.  “We  have 
to  make  sense  of  what  we’re  seeing.” 

The  department  has  put  a strong  emphasis  on  citizen 
journalism — upstart  websites  or  blogs  started  by  the  average 
person,  not  a massive  media  organization.  That  push  led  to  the 
establishment  of  We-town.com,  a website  serving  the  entire 
Elizabethtown  community.  “We-town  has  just  been  an  incredible 
experience  for  students  and  has  given  them  marketable  skills,” 
Johnson  says.

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Elizabethtown  faculty  members  also  are  incorporating  new 
media  into  their  classes.  For  example,  Assistant  Professor  of 
Communications  Colin  Helb’s  course,  “Writing  For  New 
Media,”  explains  to  students  that  successful  blogs,  websites  and 
even  Twitter  feeds  don’t  involve  someone  just  sitting  down  and 
writing  stream  of  consciousness.  There’s  a method  to  it — shorter 
sentences,  shorter  paragraphs,  presentation  and,  most  importantly, 
well-calculated  topics  that  are  meaningful  to  and  compelling  for 
a broad  audience. 

In  fall  2011,  the  department  plans  to  unveil  a new 
curriculum  that  expands  its  teaching  of  new  and  social  media. 

Johnson  finds  incoming  students  already  have  delved  into 


the  world  of  Facebook  and  Twitter,  but  many  don’t  know  how  to 
create  their  own  website  or  develop  strategies  to  make  their  blogs 
successful  beyond  what  attracts  their  friends.  “You  have  to  look 
behind  the  curtain  to  find  out  how  to  build  a website,  not  just 
use  a plug-and-play  template,”  Johnson  explains. 

In  the  end,  though,  the  new  media  craze  is  just  another 
communication  tool  that  requires  a disciplined  transmission  of 
information  from  source  to  consumer,  according  to  Gillis.  “It 
uses  the  same  principles  as  before,”  she  says.  “It  goes  back  to  the 
basics,  which  still  apply.”

the  technological  changes  of  21st-century  news. 

Assistant  Professor  of  Communications  Kirsten  Johnson  describes 
We-town  as  an  experiment  in  “citizen  journalism,”  which  is  when  people, 
with  no  formal  journalistic  training,  write  news  stories  and  post  them 
online.  Through  the  We-town  website,  contributors  have  a voice  on  issues 
important  to  them.  In  addition,  the  site  offers  Elizabethtown  students  an 
opportunity  to  put  the  skills  they  are  developing  to  work  in  a practical 
setting  and  to  engage  with  the  local  community. 

After  receiving  a Collaborative  Interdisciplinary  Scholarship  Program 
grant  from  the  College,  the  Department  of  Communications — along  with 
the  Mathematical  and  Computer  Science  and  Information  and  Technology 
Services  departments — began  creating  the  framework  for  We-town. 

Much  of  the  website  was  designed  by  a computer  science  student,  and 
communications  students  took  part  in  public  relations  projects  to  help 
get  the  word  out  to  the  community.  We-town  debuted  in  fall  2007. 

For  the  website’s  first  year,  most  posts  were  created  by  senior 
communications  majors,  as  part  of  their  capstone  course.  As  time  went 
on,  however,  more  and  more  communications  courses  began  to  integrate 

the  use  of  We-town.  At  present,  We-town  is  a component  of  nearly  every  communications  course  the  College  offers.  Johnson  has  had 
an  abundance  of  positive  feedback  from  students,  who  relish  the  opportunity  to  have  practical  experience  in  their  field.  “They  also 
value  that  they’re  providing  a service  to  the  community  and  that  their  work  is  being  read  or  watched  by  a number  of  people,”  Johnson 
says.  “They  gain  a lot  of  practical  multimedia  skills  and  have  a virtual  portfolio  of  pieces  to  show  in  their  natural  format.” 

Participation  by  the  greater  Elizabethtown  community  hasn’t  been  quite  as  prolific,  but  We-town  has  nonetheless  been  serving 
its  purpose.  “The  participation  by  people  in  the  community  is  very  cyclical,”  explains  Johnson.  “Whenever  there’s  a big  issue,  we  see  a 
spike  in  postings.”  For  example,  We-town  experienced  significant  activity  in  2008  when  members  of  the  community  used  the  website 
to  debate  a proposed  new  school. 

Following  the  closing  of  a community  paper  in  2009,  We-town  filled  the  news  gap.  Johnson  feels  it  is  crucial  that  communities 
have  a voice  and  that  journalism  acts  to  hold  public  officials  accountable  for  their  actions.  “Journalists  serve  a sort  of  watchdog 
function,  and  I think  members  of  a community  need  a way  to  speak  up  on  what’s  important  to  them,”  she  says.  “A  lot  of  people 
have  told  us  they  really  appreciate  the  outlet  We-town  provides.” 

Looking  ahead,  Johnson  hopes  We-town  will  continue  to  grow  and  attract  more  readers  and  contributors,  especially  among 
on-campus  residents.  Perhaps  most  of  all,  she’s  happy  with  the  fact  that  We-town  is  doing  as  well  as  it  is,  considering  the  size  of  the 
College  and  the  surrounding  community.  “Most  of  the  other  citizen  journalism  sites  out  there  are  run  by  very  large  universities,  but 
We-town  shows  that  it  doesn’t  take  thousands  of  students  in  a department  to  make  this  work.  All  it  takes  is  a solid  group  of  students 
excited  about  trying  something  new,”  reflects  Johnson.

A Mission  Grounded  in  the  Liberal  Arts 

The  first  event  at  the  Bowers  Writers  House  is  a curious  mix 
of  humanities  and  science.  Titled  “Intertextual  and  Inter- 
disciplinary Natures  of  Math,  Music  and  Art,”  the  discussion 
features  three  Elizabethtown  faculty  members — James  Hughes, 
professor  of  mathematics  and  chair  of  the  Department  of 
Mathematical  and  Computer  Sciences;  James  Haines  ’80, 
professor  of  music;  and  Milt  Friedly,  professor  of  art. 


For  Jesse  Waters,  the  new  director  of  Bowers  Writers 
House  and  a visiting  assistant  professor  in  Elizabethtown’s 
Department  of  English,  the  evening’s  mix  of  art  and  science 
is  not  at  all  in  conflict  with  the  purpose  of  a scholarly  center 
with  “Writers  House”  in  its  name.  “The  mission  of  the  Bowers 
Writers  House  is  to  create  a venue  in  which  interdisciplinary 
and  intertextual  activities  support  creative  curiosity,”  he 
explains.  “Elizabethtown  is  a liberal  arts  college.  We  want 
the  Bowers  Writers  House  to  support  the  idea  that,  when  you 
integrate  yourself  with  a liberal  arts  education,  all  the  things 
you  are  studying  and  are  involved  with  speak  to  one  another.” 

Hughes,  Haines  and  Friedly — three  of  a growing  list  of 
local,  national  and  international  scholars  the  facility  will  host 
in  its  inaugural  year- — model  tor  Elizabethtown’s  students  the 
compelling  impact  of  a liberal  arts  education.  “When  students 
hear  Dr.  Hughes  talk  as  passionately  about  music  as  he  does 
about  mathematics,  it’s  going  to  make  them  think,  ‘What  are 
the  things  that  I’m  passionate  about?  What  are  the  things 
1 may  have  overlooked  that  have  interplay  with  my  area  of 
study?”’  Waters  reflects. 


Anew  signpost  for  College  Hill  Lane  marks  the  gravel  drive 
across  Cedar  Street  from  Ober  Residence  Hall. 

The  soft  light  of  the  iron  lamp  posts  along  the  lane 
reveal  a path  that  appears  to  meander  aimlessly  into  a patch 
of  woods.  Only  when  travelers  reach  the  summit  of  a small 
rise,  do  they  see  the  soft  glow  of  the  Bowers  Writers  House — 
a lovely  orange  brick  ranch,  seemingly  overwhelmed  with 
both  mortar  and  charm. 

A group  of  people  chat  amiably  on  the  patio,  their 
conversations  drifting  through  the  night  air.  Just  moments 
before  going  inside,  they  ponder  exciting  possibilities  for 
the  new  scholarly  center.  And  during  the  evening  event 
in  early  September,  they  experience  a taste  of  the  unique 
programming  the  Bowers  Writers  House  will  offer,  not  only 
to  the  campus  community  but  also  to  the  residents  of  south 
central  Pennsylvania. 
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That  kind  of  introspection  is  a desired  outcome  of  each 
and  every  Writers  House  event.  To  foster  a more  personal 
experience,  Bowers  Writers  House  offers  an  intimate  setting 
to  inspire  dialogue  between  the  audience  and  guest  scholars. 
Waters  describes  events  as  “highly  qualitative  presentations  in 
which  the  audience  doesn’t  feel  like  they  are  being  spoken  at. 
Bowers  Writers  House  is  the  kind  of  place  where  the  audience 
feels  like  they  have  something  vested.” 

CONSIDERING  A Text  WITHIN  ITS  CONTEXT 

With  a broader  definition  of  “writer,”  the  media  considered 
and  interpreted  at  Bowers  Writers  House  are  equally  diverse 
and  sometimes  surprising.  “A  symphony  can  be  a text.  A 
sculpture  can  be  a text.  A mathematical  formula  can  be  a 
text,”  emphasizes  Waters.  “All  of  these  things  have  textual 
values  and  have  both  connotative  and  denotative  features 
outside  of  how  they  appear.” 

As  an  example,  Waters  points  to  Russian  composer,  pianist 
and  conductor  Sergei  Prokofiev.  “A  Prokofiev  symphony  is  a 
musical  piece.  But  Prokofiev  was  a composer  of  the  Russian 
revolution.  There  is  a lot  of  political  presence  in  his  music,” 
he  observes.  “When  you  look  at  things  with  that  kind  of 
intertextual  nature,  you’re  really  engaging  the  idea  of  liberal 
arts.  That’s  a big  heartbeat  behind  what  I want  the  Bowers 
Writers  House  to  offer  both  to  the  College  population  and  the 
community  members  who  come  to  experience  these  events.” 

Reflective  of  the  Bowers  Writers  House  goals,  the  inau- 
gural event  features  Hughes,  Friedly  and  Haines  presenting 
interconnections  of  mathematics  and  the  arts,  with  examples 
from  their  own  scholarship.  Interspersed  between  the 
faculty-led  dialogue  are  performances  of  Haines’  compositions, 
each  with  numerical  connections,  by  J.  Robert  Spence, 
assistant  professor  of  music  and  director  of  instrumental 
studies,  and  adjunct  faculty  member  Paula  Nelson.  A mix  of

art,  music  and  mathematics — seemingly  disconnected,  but 
not  at  all  incongruent  to  the  audience  on  this  night  in  this 
house  at  the  end  of  College  Hill  Lane. 

INAUGURAL  YEAR  SETS  THE  TONE 

Although  programming  for  the  inaugural  year  of  the  Bowers 
Writers  House  took  shape  quickly,  Waters  is  pleased  with  the 
lineup  of  speakers  the  venue  will  host  during  the  fall  2010 
semester,  noting  that  the  diverse  collection  is  symbolic  of 
a very  new  type  of  Writers  House. 

“Today,  very  few  colleges  address  the  idea  of  intellectual 
and  academic  diversity.  This  is  a facility  that  absolutely 
addresses  this,”  explains  Waters.  “Yes,  it’s  called  ‘Bowers

During  his  tenure  at  the 
College,  he  has  taught  a variety  of  courses  in  creative, 
professional  and  technical  writing,  as  well  as  serving  as  a 
first-year  advisor  and  seminar  leader.  Previously,  he  was  on 
the  English  faculty  at  Miller-Motte  College  in  Wilmington, 
N.C.,  chairing  the  Department  of  General  Studies  in  his  final 
three  years  at  the  institution.  Waters  also  has  taught  at  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  at  Wilmington. 

Waters’  work  has  been  recognized  critically.  He  was  the 
runner-up  for  the  Iowa  Review  Fiction  Prize  and  a finalist  in 
the  Glimmer  Train  2003  Poetry  Open,  the  Davoren  Hanna

He  was  a 
winner  of  the  2001 
River  Styx  International 
Poetry  Contest  and  has  been  nominated  for  multiple  Pushcart 
Prizes.  His  first  book  of  poems,  “Human  Resources,”  is  scheduled 
for  release  by  Inkbrush  Press  in  December  2010. 

Waters  graduated  cum  laude  with  a bachelor’s  degree  in 
English  and  summa  cum  laude  with  a master  of  fine  arts  degree 
from  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Wilmington. 
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Writers  House,’  but  we  have  composers,  chemists,  biologists, 
sociologists,  historians,  linguists  and  writers.  Foundational  to 
our  philosophy  is  the  idea  that  we’re  bringing  in  people  who 
are  looking  at  critical  thinking  in  a diverse  and  curious  way. 

So,  the  Bowers  Writers  House  manages  to  highlight  that 
our  campus  is  diverse — not  just  in  terms  of  being  socially, 
economically,  ethnically  or  racially  diverse,  but  that  we  are 
bringing  in  people  who  are  looking  at  the  world  in  different 
and  interesting  ways. 

“For  example,  to  have  Dr.  Tom  Winpenny  talk  about  the 
Manhattan  Bridge  as  a text  or  Dr.  Mahua  Bhattacharya  talk 
about  how  Anime  is  really  a social  signifier  for  other  choices 
that  young  people  are  making  are  ways  that  we  hope  to  address 
academic  and  intellectual  diversity,”  Waters  elaborates.

Near  the  end  of  the  inaugural  evening,  Waters’  attention  shifts 
to  the  events  slated  for  next  week,  featuring  exiled  Bangladesh 
writer  Taslima  Nasrin.  Nasrin — who  has  received  a UNESCO 
prize  for  the  promotion  of  tolerance  and  nonviolence,  France’s 
Simone  de  Beauvoir  prize  and  Citizen  of  Honor  award,  and 
New  York  University’s  Prins  Global  Fellowship  Award — is 
presenting  a series  of  events,  not  only  at  the  Bowers  Writers 
House,  but  also  at  other  campus  venues.  While  focused  on  the 
now,  Waters  attention  also  is  very  much  on  the  future. 

Already  Waters  is  working  with  staff  at  other  regionally 
respected  Writers  Houses  to  look  for  opportunities  to 
collaborate.  “Kerry  Wright,  director  of  Franklin  & Marshall 
College’s  Philadelphia  Writers  House,  and  Jessica  Lowenthal, 
director  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania’s  Kelly  Writers 
House,  have  both  been  incredibly  helpful  and  very 
supportive  in  what  we  are  doing,”  he  emphasizes.  Waters 
also  has  been  exploring  opportunities  with  a number  of 
community  partners. 

Over  the  next  three  years,  Waters  hopes  to  launch 
a series  of  initiatives  ( detailed  to  the  right ) that  will  create 
opportunities  for  Elizabethtown’s  students  and  faculty — as 
well  as  the  residents  of  south  central  Pennsylvania — to 
connect  their  curiosity  with  new  ideas.

Creating  opportunities  for  that  engagement,  the  new 
Elizabethtown  PRIDE  program  (www.etown.edu/pride)  is  a key 
element  of  the  plan.  “The  PRIDE  program  is  a great  starting 
place  for  alumni  who  say,  ‘I  love  E-town  and  want  to  do  some- 
thing with  the  College,  but  don’t  know  what’s  available  or  how 
to  get  involved,”’  Clapper  explains.  “The  program  acts  like  a 
funnel,  in  that  it  catches  the  attention  of  those  alumni,  parents 
and  friends  who  want  to  be  involved  and  channels  them  in  the 
direction  of  a program  that  matches  their  particular  interests.” 

In  developing  the  plan,  Clapper  assessed  current  levels  of 
alumni  engagement  with  the  College.  While  there’s  been  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  alumni  who  are  participating 
in  activities — such  as  the  Annual  Homecoming  Alumni 
Oktoberfest  Party,  regional  alumni  chapters,  and  the  ‘Celebrate 
E-town!’  regional  event  series — he  notes  that  “the  breadth 
and  scope  of  available  opportunities  for  alumni  engagement 
currently  do  not  support  the  demand.” 

“Our  challenge  is  to  take  steps  toward  better  meeting  the 
needs  and  wants  of  alumni,  while  never  losing  sight  of  our 
purpose — to  always  help  strengthen  our  alma  mater  through 
alumni  engagement,”  he  reflects.  The  three-year  plan  includes 
initiatives  for  elevating  current  offerings  and  offering  new 
programs  and  initiatives. 

For  example,  there  has  been  a growing  interest  in  campus 
events  that  bring  together  current  students  with  their  classmates 


for  the  purpose  of  establishing  greater  class  identities.  Believing 
that  these  events  build  class  unity  and  create  lifelong  memories, 
Alumni  Relations  hopes  to  find  occasions  to  help  create  these 
opportunities.  These  events  have  the  added  benefit  of  increasing 
the  students’  connection  with  the  Office  of  Alumni  Relations 
and  their  awareness  of  the  benefits  of  membership  in  the 
Elizabethtown  College  Alumni  Association. 

It’s  no  secret  that  E-town  alumni  love  gathering  to  celebrate 
the  bonds  they  share  as  graduates,  but  those  bonds  go  even 
deeper  within  the  various  student  groups  they  took  part  in  while 
on  campus.  With  that  in  mind,  the  Alumni  Relations  staff  is 
working  with  campus  departments  to  create  more  intimate 
Homecoming  and  Family  Weekend  get-togethers.  In  addition, 
similar  gatherings  for  athletic  teams,  musical  and  theatrical 
groups,  student  worker  groups,  and  club  and  organization  alumni 
affinity  groups  are  viable  for  future  events  and  initiatives. 

Seeking  to  ramp  up  its  communications  with  alumni,  the 
alumni  team  is  redesigning  www.etownalumni.com.  In  addition, 
the  Office  of  Alumni  Relations,  in  conjunction  with  the  Office 
of  Career  Services,  plans  to  launch  a revamped  online  career  and 
networking  center. 

Additionally,  Alumni  Relations  is  seeking  to  identify 
interested  regions  and  connect  with  their  local  alumni.  Knowing 
that  regional  inquiries  have  increased  for  alumni-related  activities, 
Clapper  hopes  the  College  can  revitalize  dormant  chapters  and 
create  new  ones  by  establishing  a comprehensive  “Elizabethtown 
College  Alumni  Network.” 

Long  term,  Clapper  notes  that  feedback  is  a key  to  the 
successful  implementation  of  these  and  future  initiatives.  “The 
direction  of  our  initiatives  should  be  heavily  influenced  by  the 
interests  of  alumni,”  he  emphasizes.  Alumni  are  encouraged  to 
bring  their  feedback  and  suggestions  to  the  Alumni  Relations 
staff  or  any  of  the  members  of  Alumni  Council.

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On  Commencement  day,  more  than  40  people  celebrated  the  50th  anniversary  of  the  graduation  of  Elizabethtown's  Class  of  1960  with  a special 
luncheon  on  campus. 
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Ret.  Col.  James  Hivner  '53 — surrounded  by  (shown  l-r)  daughters  Bonnie  and  Cindy  and  wife 
Phyllis — celebrated  a Veteran's  Day  to  remember  in  November  2009  with  the  ceremonial 
return  of  his  wedding  ring,  which  was  taken  by  his  captors  during  the  Vietnam  War. 


Forty-four  years  after  his  capture  during  the 
Vietnam  War,  Ret.  Col.  James  Hivner  ’53 
and  his  family  enjoyed  a Veteran’s  Day  to 
remember  with  the  ceremonial  return  of  a 
precious  possession  seemingly  lost  forever  in 
a conflict  far  from  home. 

On  October  5,  1965,  Jim — then  a captain 
in  the  U.S.  Air  Force — was  flying  over  North 
Vietnam  on  a mission  to  destroy  an  ammunition 
storage  depot.  Although  his  plane  was  struck  by 
enemy  fire  before  reaching  the  target,  he  was  able 
to  successfully  complete  his  mission.  While  flying 
away,  though,  the  plane  caught  fire,  either  as  a 
result  of  another  attack  or  the  damage  it  had 
sustained  in  the  earlier  hit.  Jim  and  his  radar 
operator  were  forced  to  eject,  making  a narrow 
escape  only  10  seconds  before  the  plane  exploded. 

After  parachuting  into  enemy  territory, 

J im  and  his  companion  were  quickly  captured 
by  North  Vietnamese  militia  and  “relieved”  of  all 

their  personal  gear  and  possessions.  The  men  spent  the  next  seven  and  a half  years  as  prisoners  of  war  at  the  now  infamous  Hanoi  Hilton. 
On  Feb.  12,  1973,  they  were  released  and  returned  to  their  families,  leaving  all  but  the  clothes  on  their  back  behind. 

In  October  2009,  Jim  was  surprised  by  a phone  call  from  U.S.  Navy  Ret.  Lt.  Commander  Rick  Tolley,  who  claimed  to  be  in  possession 
of  Jim’s  wedding  ring.  Rick  was  given  the  ring  by  his  son-in-law,  John.  Evidently,  while  working  as  an  artist  in  Hanoi,  John  had  been 
approached  by  a former  North  Vietnamese  army  soldier,  who  gave  John  the  ring  and  a dog  tag  of  an  American  pilot  and  asked  him  to  return 
them  “with  honor  and  respect.”  John  turned  to  his  father-in-law,  hoping  that  he’d  be  able  to  locate  the  ring’s  rightful  owner.  After  a bit  of 
research,  Rick  found  Jim  and  persuaded  him  to  bring  his  family  to  the  Cavanaugh  Flight  Museum  near  Dallas,  Texas,  to  retrieve  the  ring. 

A van  carrying  a general  and  four  colonels  arrived  at  the  Hivner’s  home  on 
Nov.  11,  2009,  to  escort  the  couple  to  the  museum.  There,  they  were  greeted  by  more  than 
200  people,  including  military  officers,  airmen,  student  pilot  trainees,  a few  civilians,  and 
the  local  media. 

At  the  surprise  ceremony,  Jim’s  wife,  Phyllis,  was  presented  a bouquet  of  roses,  and  Rick 
was  awarded  a plaque  for  his  efforts.  The  event  reached  a heart-touching  climax,  as  the 
general  presented  Jim  with  a wooden  display  box  containing  the  wedding  ring,  engraved 

with  his  wife’s  initials  and  their 
wedding  date,  which  he  had  not 
seen  in  more  than  40  years.  And, 
before  the  crowd  of  jubilant 
strangers,  Phyllis  returned  the 
long-missing  band  to  the  ring 
finger  of  Jim’s  left  hand. 

That  day,  what  was  taken 
in  conflict  was  returned  with 
respect — a fitting  celebration  of  a 
day  that  honors  the  contributions 
of  the  men  and  women  who  have 
served  our  country  in  times  of 
conflict.

Elizabeth  Pfeiffer  '90:  Realizing  Big 
Screen  Dreams

Elizabeth  Pfeiffer  ’90  might.be  the  best  example  to  show  that  your  choice  of  college  major 
■ doesn’t  limit  what  you  can  do  after  graduation. 

In  1999,  Pfeiffer,  who  majored  in  social  work  at  Elizabethtown  College  and  earned  her 
master’s  degree  from  Temple  University,  took  some  time  away  from  her  career  to  focus  on  her 
family.  She  used  the  time  as  an  opportunity  to  pursue  a passion. 

“At  first,  I dabbled  with  writing  a novel,”  Pfeiffer  says.  “And  although  I received  some 
interest  from  publishing  companies,  the  process  of  novel  writing  wasn’t  really  my  thing. 

However,  I realized  that  I had  a good  story  and  thought  ‘someone  should  make  a movie  out 
of  it.’  I didn’t  realize  until  about  two  years  later  that  ‘someone5  was  going  to  be  me.” 

During  a community  college  screenwriting  class,  Pfeiffer  discovered  that  she  enjoyed  writing 
movie  scripts  far  more  than  writing  novels.  She  joined  a local  writers’  group,  attended  workshops, 
and  wrote  multiple  screenplays  over  the  next  decade. 

One  day,  while  perusing  moviebytes.com,  an  online  resource  for  screenwriters,  Pfeiffer 
came  across  the  Brass  Brad  Mentorship.  The  mentorship  offered  a unique  opportunity  to  receive 
feedback  on  one  of  her  scripts  from  Kimberly  Seilhamer,  a successful  screenwriter,  producer  and 

director.  In  2007,  Pfeiffer  applied  and  won.  And,  she  says,  Seilhamer’s  feedback  was  invaluable.  “Not  only  did  she  show  me  some 
shortcuts  and  other  ways  to  improve  my  script,  she  gave  me  inside  knowledge  of  what  producers  look  for  in  a project,  how  to  approach 
them.,  and  how  to  create  and  develop  relationships,”  she  says. 

Pfeiffer’s  screenplay,  “Military  Affairs” — a love  story  about  an  American  female  bomb  expert  and  an  Indian  captain  during  a conflict 
with  al-Qaida — was  purchased  by  Michael  Mendelsohn,  president  and  chief  executive  officer  of  Patriot  Pictures.  “This  particular  story  is 
about  how  love,  above  all,  can  survive  the  ravages  of  war — an  important,  but  often  missed,  message,”  Pfeiffer  says  of  her  screenplay.  “People 
like  to  get  caught  up  in  the  politics  of  the  piece  and  miss  [the  message]  entirely.” 

Pfeiffer  says  she’s  a bit  sketchy  about  her  plans  for  the  future,  hoping  to  “enjoy  the  now  for  what  it  is.”  She  encourages  current 
Elizabethtown  students  to  follow  their  hearts.  “Dream,”  she  says.  “Dream  bigger!  Then  live  those  dreams,  and  don’t  let  anyone  tell  you  that 
you  can’t  do  it.”
